Will Seek Medals For Two Heroes 
of Fire 

Capt. Herbert Drummond and 
Pearson Mtertin, who were burn- 
ed in the fire which consumed 
the patrol boat Richard Arm- 
strong near Crisfield, Md., last 
week, may receive Carnegie 
medals for heroism if Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries Q. Walter 
Mapp has his way. 

Mapp plans to seek recognition 
for the two men from the Carn- 
egie Hero Fund Commission. 
Drummond was skipper of the 
fisheries patrol boat and Martin 
was operating a crabbing boat 
which came to the Armstrong's 
rescue. 

Martin, Drummond, and Pren- 
tiss Bull, the third injured survi- 
vor of the explosion accident, are 
improving rapidly, Mapp reported 
•today, and their full recovery is 
expected. Eugene Martin, son of 
one of the injured, died of burns 
suffered in the explosion, and 
seven women passengers aboard 
escaped without injury. 

"It has always been customary 
to accommodate Tidewater peo- 
ple, either on the Island or on 
the coast, when it could be done 
without inconvenience to the po- 
lice boats in the performance of 
their regular duties," Mapp point- 
ed out. 

"The people of the State, even 
in Tidewater perhaps, do not 
understand that the Commission 
of Fisheries receives no State ap- 
propriation but administers the 
seafood laws solely from revenues 
derived from seafood people. The 
boats, in the first instance, are 
paid for out of these seafood rev- 
enues and are operated from 
these revenues. 

"It seems to me," the Commis- 
sioner concluded, that as far as 
is compatible with the adminis- 
tration of the laws and in the 
discharge of the duties of the 
•Jomntission and its \ officials, 
these boats should very properly 
serve the convenience of the sea- 
food people."

gets a restoration of the old salary plus a 
substantial increase. 
What an administration ! 



TRUTH 



With the opening of schools parents are 
faced with many problems with their child- 
ren — some have to worry about ways and 
means of procuring the necessary clothing, 
some about the purchasing of books, some 
about assisting in the direction of studies to 
pursue and all in many other material res- 
pects. With all these various problems par- 
ents are too prone to overlook the one all im- 
portant factor — the moral aanpe t— t.h p truth 
— the 'facts of life — all particularly signi- 
ficant with a child of adolescent age. 

A parent's major duty to a child is to train 
him morally — to have a clean mind, a clean 
heart and a clean body. If these funda- 
mentals are instilled into a child, a failure to 
Erovide a general or technical education may 
e forgiven, for with the proper moral train- 
ing it may be assured that the child will 
develop into a substanial and progessive citi- 
zen. This seems a difficult task but never- 
theless a necessary one. Every mother 
should take her daughter and father his son 
into their conference at any early age and 
expound the truth to them before it is too 
late. 

"If I had a son, I'd swear to do one 
thing: I'd tell him the truth." That opinion 
is from J. Edgar Hoover, famed chief of the 
G-men, whose experience with boys-gone- 
wrong gives it special point. Probably few 
parents will disagree, yet many are concern 
ed with the problem of how to tell the truth 
to a child. 

But no matter how diplomatically and 
tactfully information is presented to the 
youngster, it is true that, as Oliver Wendell 
Holmes once asserted, "truth is tough." 
George Eliot put it even more dramatically, 
saying that it "has rough flavors if we bite 
it through." Consequently the father or 
mother who decides to tell the youngster the 
truth chooses a troublesome— not a dainty — 
job. There may be a specific time and place 
for some things, but truth recognizes no stop 
signs, no "do not disturb" placards. 

A youngster may break out in a rash of 
curiosity at any moment. His quest for 
^knowledge is not confmeUto the privaejrof 
some domestic laboratory, and it is seldom 
impersonal. Parson tones' mannerisms and 
Aunt Lydia's hats may start inquiries shock- 
ing to conventional parents, yet prompted by 
the most scientific attitude. 

But here's the trouble with t?uth: Long 
ago it severed all diplomatic relations with 
white lies and terminological inexactitudes, 
With prejudices and propagandas. Unfortu- 
nately few adults have followed this policy; 
consequently, as vigilant custodians of truth, 



they fall short when a child wants to know 
why some children must live in slums, why 
some children must go hungry, why some 
children must be targets for bombs. 

These whys, wherefores and whatnots 
should be answered at home — not in the 
school nor out of the gutter. If parents 
were less indifferent and fearful of teaching 
truth and morality to their children, there 
would be a great decrease in the number of 
youthful, as well as adult, offenders of soc- 
iety. 



THANKSGIVING DAY 



The announcement that President Roose- 
velt is contemplating issuing a proclamation 
advancing Thanksgiving Day one week has 
brought about quite a furore, pro and con. 
The last Thursday in November was set by 
our forefathers as the date to give thanks 
for our good fortunes and has been so de- 
signated down through the many genera- 
tions of this Country. 

The excuse given for the proposal is that 
in extending the time between two holidays 
would increase business. This we cannot see 
to be logical. Should business be bad would 
there be an attempt to delay the Christmas 
celebration a week in an effort to increase 
business. It is not doubted. Attempts have 
been made to make the Constitution a refer- 
ence book, the Supreme Court a mouth puce 
and legislative bodies school classes. 

If this method of attempted business in- 
crease should be as successful as that of 
spending our way into prosperity has been, 
it would be wise to let well enough alone.

During the past several weeks we have 
read a good deal about the request for 
clemency of one J. C. Abdell, convict and 
sentenced to a death penalty for the murder 
of his wife. 

This man has had his day in Court and 
was convicted. His case has been twice re- 
viewed by the State Court of Appeals which 
body could find no cause to remand the case 
for a new trial. As a last resort for clem- 
ency affidavits and letters were presented 
as after discovered evidence from persons, 
who did not come forward at the time of 
trial to offer their testimony to protect what 
they now consider an innocent man and last 
a letter purported to be from one dead and 
who can not vouch as to its authenticity — so 
doubtful is this letter that the defendant's 
attorneys request that it not be considered. 

Is this justice? Should one be allowed 
clemency after having his day in Court and 
his case properly reviewed by the highest tri- 
bunal of the State, be allowed any considera- 
tion on information filed which is subsequ- 
ently asked by his counsel not to be con- 
sidered. 

It seems a self admission of guilt by his 
efforts to perpetrate a fraud on the Courts 
of Justice and at the same time deceiving 
and misleading his counsel and betraying his 
friends. 

We blame no man for grasping at the last 
straw for his life but at the same time that 
should have been considered of her life. For 
the sake of humanity such tactics should be 
cast aside and let justice as administered by 
the impartial courts take its course.

BEATING THE DEVIL ROUND THE BUSH 

When the Mexican Government confiscated 450,000,000 of foreign 
oil properties owned principally by British and American subjects 
the Lion roared and the Eagle peeped. The Mexicans were hard- 
boiled in their replies to all protests and said that they intended to 
keep the properties, as a forward-step in President Cardenas' six-year 
plan for the "Mexicanization of industry," according to the revolu- 
tionary of the National Revolutionary Party. 

The British Government stood by the rights of ownership of its 
citizens, and backed its charge that in its affairs with Mexico "His 
Majesty's Government find that one injustice becomes the basis for 
others." The State Department at Washington issued hot press re- 
leases, then began side-stepping. As soon as it was apparent that 
Washington had the issue in a pigeon-hole, Mexico sold the oil and 
kept all that It placed no credence in the promise that Mexico would 
pay for the confiscated properties in 10 years — or ever— because the 
records showed that Mexico did not ply its international debts. The 
London Government stated that it, recognized the Monroe Doctrine, 
and that one of its reasons in stepping aside was a desire not to in- 
volve the United States in an obligation to invoke the Monroe Doc- 
trine for the defense of Mexico. England had reasonable expectations 
that the United States would press its own equally important claims. 
If so, England has the same reason as we have in the United States 
to wonder about all this beating the devil 'round the bush. 

Our own administration had to save its face, somehow. It began 
to turn the heat on demands for a settlement of farm land confisca- 
tions that had been dodged by Mexico for over 20 years. Mexico re- 
fused, point blank, to settle; then stalled, and finally bought the 
olive branch by offering to pay 10 million dollars in installments over 
a period of ten years. The bargain price skipped all interest charges. 
Our State Department announced settlement, with magnificent 
flourishes. Everyone knew that the affair concerned pin-money as 
compared to the principles and sums involved in the oil controversies. 
But attention had been directed away from the oil confiscations, and 
that issue became officially as stagnant as a mill pond in dog days. 

Was Uncle" Sam's face red? Anyway, the United States started 
beating the devil 'round the bush some more, and in the meanwhile 
giving repeated assurances to the British that we would stick by them 
through thick and thin, if Hitler kept on bothering them. 

The real international tragedy exists in the way the Monroe Doc- 
trine operated in helping to defraud the British as well as the Unit- 
ed States out of millions of dollars of properties that had been seized 
without regard to law and justice by the Mexican Government; 

Isn't it time to quit beating the devil 'round the bush and get 
down to business and give a demonstration to Mexico that will con- 
vince her that the purpose of the Monroe Doctrine is to protect hon- 
esty? That Doctrine never was intended to aid dishonesty.

WHAT CAN THE MATTER BE? 



From the standpoint of an 
outlander this is hardly justifi- 
able. In the first place, people 
have gone to the fair in tremen- 
dous numbers. The paid atten- 
dance for the first hundred days 
was $12,769,678. If Grover Whal- 
en confidently predicted more, 
that was his error. No outsider 
persuaded him and his associates 
that they have a show so incom- 
parably far ahead of all others as 
to rise into a new category. They 
persuaded themselves, so if they 
feel cheated by the results, they 
undoubtedly cheated themselves. 

It is a fact, however, that the 
New York fair has had to contend 
against certain adverse influences. 
One was the impression, spread 
abroad by what was nothing less 
than extortion practiced by a few 
concessionaries on the opening 
day, that the fair is inordinately 
expensive. Stories of charges 
of 30 cents for a cup of 
coffee, and 80 cents for a ham- 
burger sandwich certainly did 
nothing to encourage prospective 
visitors. This condition was swifT. 
ly corrected, but some damage 
had already been done. As a 
matter of fact, the cost of a visit 
to the fair is now pretty well 
within the visitor's control; he 
can make it expensive, but by the 
exercise of care he can prevent 
it from being excessively expen- 
sive. For one thing, it is generally 
agreed that by far the most inter- 
esting and entertaining shows on 
the grounds are free shows; and. 
for another, there are plenty of 
restaurants that serve tolerable 
food at reasonable prices. 

There are other reasons why 
people do not go to the World's 
Fair, some of them sound. There 
jaire, ifor instance, many places 
where people would rather go that 
ai-e more easily reached today 
titan they ever were before. There 
is the opinion, held by some, that 
as a place to visit in summer New 
York is rather less attractive than 
Gehenna. There is the dulling of 
interest in great expositions, 
caused by their multiplicity. Any 
of these is a sound reason for 
some people. But fear of being 
robbed is not a sound reason for 
staying away. Practically every- 
one who has been there admits

WHY THIS INVESTIGATION? 

When the House of Representatives suddenly voted to investi- 
gate the National Labor Board people all over the country began to 
wonder what had happened. 

The explanation is found in facts that show the determination 
of a lot of politicians to prevent any kind of reform in the labor laws. 
The Wagner Act, Labor Board, Wage-Hour, and other legislation were 
all enacted as experimental measures, to prevent strikes, walk-outs 
and all labor troubles, and to increase stability in employment, and 
strength in collective bargaining between Union workers and em- 
ployers. 

The enmity between the two great labor groups never yielded to 
persuasions in behalf of peace — or even a valid truce. CIO was 
charged— with plenty of evidence— to be the favorite, as well as dic- 
tator to the Labor Board. AFofL made bitter charges to that effect. 

Amendments were proposed in Congress to labor laws. They 
were "stalled"— all ticketed to be "put off until next winter." Sudden- 
ly the log jam broke, and an investigation was ordered by angry Con- 
gressmen. 

That seems to be all that is necessary to start the log-a rolling, 
and clear up the jam. It looks as though the country may look for- 
ward to general revisions that will make labor laws fairer to those 
most concerned, viz: I— The Public. 2— Employees.

It was the same 
Hachirobei who two hundred fifty 
years ago bequeathed to the Mit- 
suis their family constitution 
which, hardly less than thel* 
wealth, distinguishes them from 
other families; and which, though 
modified a generation ago, retains 
its potency. Under his constitu- 
tion the secret family council stM 1 
meets each month to exercise ul- 
timate control 3f enterprises 
worth nearly^ half a billion dollars, 
to regulate the participation in 
these undertakings by the differ- 
ent branches of the family, to say 
the final word on prospective 
marriages, pass on Individual 
family budgets and, when neces- 
sary, discipline their members. 

It would be easy for the author 
of a book about such a family to 
become either adulatory or hy- 
percritical, but Mr. Russell ha* 
avoided both pitfalls, and his 
| book is extraordinarily well- 
] balanced. Perhaps it was the 
I easier for him to do so because he 
was reared In Missouri, or it may 
even be that his years in our 
temperate region, with the Nor- 
folk Virginian-Pilot, contributed 
to his sense of proportion. In any 
event, of undoubted Importance Is 
the fact that he spent three and 
a half years In Japan on the 
staff of The Japan Advertiser. 
Those years gave him a chance 
to see something of the Mitsuis 
and their business ramifications 
and to do some delving in the 
genealogical and commercial re- 
cords of the family. His ' years 
there obviously gave him also a 
deep interest in Japanese history 
and some understanding of the 
people and their country, and it is 
these things, after all. given Mr. 
Russell's very delightful style, 
which make his "House of Mit- 
sui" so keenly interesting. He has 
done much more than merely 
chronicle the authenticated and 
legendary activities of real and 
mythical Mitsui men and women, 
he has made the past of Japan 
very vivid. The Mitsuis, them- 
selves, are human and, at the 
same time, they are always par, 
and parcel of the ebb and flow of 
Japanese business, of the great 
social changes and the fluctua- 
tions in the domestic politics of 
the country, and of the altered 
relations of Japan with the world 
outside.

More than 2,453 men and wom- 
en in Virginia and 2.227 men and 
j women in North Carolina who 
reached age 65 during 1937, 1938 
and 1939. after working for some- 
time in jobs covered by old-age 
insurance provisions, have received 
lump-sum payments from the 
Social Security Board. Despite the 
fact that they have already re- 
ceived such lump-sum payments, 
some of them can claim monthly 
benefits under the amended Soc- 
ial Security Act. Others not en- 
titled to monthly benefits, by con- 
tinuing to work, may become 
eligible later on. This statement 
was made today by Horace K. 
tMckson. manager of the field 
office of the Social Security 
Board, who said that every effort 
is being made to inform workers 
65 years of age or over that they 
still have a chance to qualify for 
monthly benefits. In no case will 
such benefits amount to less than 
$10 per month; and once quali- 
fied, these older insured workers 
may receive regular benefit pay- 
ments every month for the rest 
of their lives. 

Special consideration for older 
men and women is manifested in 
the provision which enables a 
worker to extend his wage recoic 
beyond his 65th birthday and 
thereby add a little each month 
to his retirement benefits. 

"In other words," said Mr. 
Dickson, "the clause in the ori- 
ginal law which excluded a work- 
er after age 65 has been cancelled. 
Under the revised act, a worker 
may continue adding to his wage 
record, year after year, as long as 
he keeps his job with an industri- 
al or commercial concern. New 
(beginning January 1, 1939) com- 
mercial and industrial workers, 
even though they are 65 years old 
and have received lump-sum pay- 
ments, are permitted to re enter 
the system and again avail them- 
selves of the financial protection 
of Government old-age insur- 
ance." 

In explaining changes in the 
act regarding elderly workers, Mx. 
Dickson used this illustration: Ar. 
insured worker who reached age 
65 January 1, 1938, filed claim for 
payment of benefits; received his 
one check from the Social Secur- 
ity Board; kept his same job 
through 1938; and continue in 
such employment this year and 
next. His wages during 1937, 1939, 
and 1940 will be credited to his 
social security account, but his 
employment during 1938 (after he 
reached age 65) will not count 
toward monthly benefits because 
at that time employment after 
age 65 was not covered by old 
age insurance. A clause in the new 
law makes it possible for him to 
receive credit for wages paid to 
him in covered employment after 
January 1, 1939, whether he works 
one month or twenty years after 
his 65th birthday. And the longer 
he works the greater his retire., 
ment benefits will become.

Water Parity 
Is Essential 
For Home Use 

It is essential to determine the 
purity of the water where private 
water supply systems are neces- 
sary. The local or state health 
authority should be called upon 
for assistance, and usually it is 
advisable to ask for both a chem- 
ical and a bacterial analysis due 
to the fact that the chemical 
analysis may be used to advant- 
age In choosing plumbing and 
heating equipment while the bac- 
terial analysis will determine the 
purity of the water for drinking 
uses. * 

Private water supply, most 
commonly, is obtained from wells. 
For the purpose of classification, 
these are known as shallow wells 
(not over 22 feet in depth) and 
deep wells (over 22 feet in 
depth). 

Operating on the suction prin- 
ciple, the shallow well pumping 
system depends upon atmospheric 
pressure. Hence, tight pipe joints 
are essential. The maximum lift 
is 22 feet. The pump should be 
located as near as possible to the 
well inasmuch as the friction in 
the line mu%t be considered. If 
the pump is to be located at some 
distance, the size of suction pipe 
must be increased and the num- 
ber of bends decreased to cut the 
friction. A larger motor will not 
overcome the difficulty. 

The deep well pumping system 
operates on the suction principle 
up to the cylinder and by mech- 
anical lift through the drop pipe 
above this point. With a deep 
well, the pump must be located 
directly over the well which must 
be sealed against any surface 
drainage.

Special Kitchen 
Cabinets Solve 
Storage Problems 



If the- average kitchen cabinet 
is not sufficient in size and 
range of service to care for all 
kitchen equipment and function-, 
there are many special cabinets 
which may be installed to share 
some of its burden. 

One useful cabinet now beins 
manufactured is designed for the 
storage of vegetables. The front 
of the three drawer. type bins is 
louvered for air circulation. Made 
of steel, it has a smooth work 
surface. 

Linen cabinets of varying 
heights effectively take care of 
linen storage, while soiled linen 
hampers, which operate on the 
drawer principle, offer a perman- 
ent solution to a temporary stor- 
age problem.

Oysters "IT 
Here Again 

There is a note of joy and op- 
timism in the air in hundreds of 
fishing hamlets along our coast, 
now that the first R month of 
the Fall is here and oysters are in 
season again. August days have 
been busy days cleaning and 
painting the packing houses, 
overhauling the boats, making 
new oyster dredges, tongs, and 
rakes and a host of other tasks 
incident to the new season. 

It is well to remember that oy- 
sters are our most widely distri- 
buted seafood, occurring com- 
mercially from Cape Cod to Texas 
and along the coasts of the Paci- 
fic states and that when the in- 
dustry is in full swing 60.000 per- 
sons will be busy making certain 
that you have an ample supply of 
this delicious seafood. 

There will be a normal supply 
of oysters as revealed by a survey 
of The Oyster Institute and in- 
dications are that in most areas 
the oysters are fat. in excellent 
condition for market. The only 
threatened shortage may be of 
the Counts or very large oysters 
an aftermath of last year's hurri- 
cane which so badly scattered the 
oysters on the northern maturing 
grounds. Prices on this class in 
particular may be expected to be 
firmer. The condition of the oy- 
sters on the public rocks will not 
be so well known until after ac- 
tual operations 'jegin. 

Since production hit its lowest 
level in history in 1933 there has 
been a steadily growing demand, 
with an increase of 40% in prod- 
uction by 1937 and a further in- 
crease to 80% above the 1933 level 
is expected for the current sea- 
son. Considering the revelations 
of science aff to the unique diet- 
ary properties of oysters, this is 
not surprising. Not only are they 
rich in copper, iron, calcium, 
phosphorus, iodine and other 
minerals as well as vitamins and 
gycogen but recent studies of the 
U. S. Bureau of Fisheries show 
that the proteins of oysters are 
100% usable. 

The Long Island Oyster Grow- 
ers will hold their annual inspec- 
tion of Long Island oyster 
grounds at Oyster Bay on August 
29. It is expected that the Hon. 
Harold L. Ickes, Secretary of In- 
terior, under whose jurisdiction 
the Bureau of Fisheries has been 
placed recently, will receive an 
airplane shipment on September 
1 direct from the oyster beds ar.d 
in other areas there will be an

Farmers and town folk around 
Bellevue, Ohio, have joined hands 
in a novel "community making" 
experiment which brings "advant- 
ages of the city to the rural res- 
ident.

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Q. When did the Nation's first 
social-security law come Into ex- 
istence? 

A. The Social Security Act was 
signed by the President on Aug- 
ust 14 1935,. 

Q. What did this law provide? 
'a! The Social Security Act 
established a Federal old-age 
Insurance program, and offered 
the States Federal cooperation 
and financial assistance in nine 
Federal-State programs — unem- 
ployment insurance, aid to the 
needy aged, the needy blind, and 
dependent children, and services 
for maternal and child health, 
child welfare, treatment of crip- 
pled children, public health, and 
vocational rehabilitation. 

Q. How many people are cover- 
ed by the two insurance pro- 
grams? 

A. More than 45 million people 
have social-security accounts 
under the Federal old-age insuf; 
ance program. Nearly 28 million 
wage earners are covered by un- 
employment compensation laws in 
all the States, the District of 
Columbia, Hawaii, and Alaska. 

Q. What about the number 
receiving public assistance? 

A. The total under all Federal- 
State plans now comes to over 
2V4 million— some 1,850,000 needy 
old people under old-age assist- 
ance plans operating in all States, 
the District of Columbia, Hawaii, 
and Alaska; about 715,000 depen- 
dent children under 42 approved 
State plans, and about 45,000 of 
the needy blind in the same num- 
ber of States. 

Q. How extensive Is the opera- 
tion of the Federal-State public 
health and welfare programs? 

A. All of these— the three ma- 
ternal and child- welfare pro 
grams, and those for public health 
and vocational rehabilitation- 
are in effect on substantially a 
Nation-wide basis. 

Q. Has the Social Security Act 
been revised since 1935?

representatives of business, labor, 
and the public. These bodies In 
making their recommendation, 
and Congress in passing the 
amendments, took into considers 
tlon broad economic, financial, 
social, and administrative ques 
tions. 

Q. Is there any provision for 
continuing study looking toward 
further development in Nation 
wide social security? 

A. Yes. The provision of the 
Social Security Act authorizing 
the Board to study problems of 
social security is continuing; the 
Board will pursue its research 
and investigation in the programs 
it directs and in iclated fields. 
Also, in signing the amendments 
the President appointed £» 
Chairman of the Board as a 
member of the Committee on 
Economic Security, which made 
the preliminary studies on which 
the act of 1935 was based. These 
two groups will continue their 
studies of ways and means of ex 
ending and strengthening the 
program.

Personal Intelligence And 

"It has been estimated by the 
U. S. Public Health Service that 
an operation for acute appendici- 
tis is performed every minute in 
the United States: moreover, that 
peritonitis, a result of this dise- 
ase, takes the life of someone 
every twenty-nine minutes. 
Against this frightful toll may be 
placed the significant fact that 
if peritonitis does not occur the 
appendicitis fatality rate is but 
one in two hundred cases. 

"The perforated appendix, 
which is the cause of peritonitis, 
is a preventable condition. Pre- 
vention lies in prompt recognition 
of acute appendicitis and prompt 
surgery. Though this fact is well 
known to the medical profession 
and has been definitely proved in 
hospitals throughout the land for 
years. 



A. On August 5, Congress en- ^ c &s , s m suffici . 

acted a bill amending the act 



which was signed by the President 
on August 10. These amendments 
liberalize the old-age insurance 
program and reduce taxes; pro- 
vide more Federal money for pub 
He assistance, enabling the States 
to increase the aid given the 
needy aged, blind, and dependent 
children; make possible tax sav- 
ings in unemployment Compensa- 
tion; and authorize more Federal 
money for grants to the Slates 
for development of public-health, 
child-welfare, and vocational- 
rehabilitation programs. 

Q. When do the amendments 
become effective? 

A. The amendments go into 
effect on different dates. A few 
became effective as soon as trie 
bill was signed by the President 
A great majority, particularly 
those relating to old-age insur- 
ance, will become effective on 
January 1, 1940. A few do not 
become effective until July 1, 
1941. These relate to the adminis- 
tration of public assistance and 
unc^nplaymlnt compensation In 
the various States and may in- 
volve State legislation; this leg- 
islative action cannot be taken, 
except in a few States, until 194 
because the legislatures do not 
meet in 1940. 

Q. To how many more persons 
will the amendments extend the 
benefits of the social-security 
program in 1940? 

A. It has been estimated that 
1,100,000 additional workers will 
be covered in 1940 by the amend- 
ments to the old-age insurance 
provisions and approximately 
200,000 by those affecting the' j. .j ^ 
unemployment compensation pro . ^(llVlflllftl 
gram.

"In a nearby state where an 
extended study of the situation 
was made several years ago, hos- 
pital records disclosed that delay 
in seeking medical advice was the 
outstanding reason for the ap- 
pendicitis deaths. The studies 
proved that the chances of dying 
are four times greater on the sec- 
ond day than on the first, five 
times greater on the third, six 
times greater on the fourth dpy 
of the disease.' On posters and 
pamphlets. containing this state- 
ment, the following concluding 
sentence (which is the gist of the 
matter) was printed: 'In the pre- 
sence of abdominal pain, never 
take laxatives, and do not delay.' 
"Personal intelligence, then, la 
the key to the appendicitis mor- 
tality problem. The predilection 
for laxatives upon any, every, or 
no occasion at all, is the great 
and, up to the present time, in- 
surmountable stumbling block."

SUMMER or winter spring or fall- 
in all seasons darkness sooner or 
fiater MBS oft the WUfttryside. And its 
coming also increases the likelihood 
ot two oi the principal hazards of 
tannins— accidents and thefts. 

Although better than none at all, a 
single Kerosene lanterr or battery 
flashlight does not provide sufficient 
illumination to permit several per- 
sons simultaneousl> to see and avoid 
obstacles into which they might walk 
,or ovei which they might trip with 
possible injury Even when used by a 



after dark or before dawn which 
otherwise would have to wait for day- 
light. Finally, yard lighting will make 
the farm more attractive and hos- 
pitable to friends who drop in for an 
♦vwung's visit ,,, m m 

Only three lighting units— one each 
at the house, barn and garage — are 
necessary for the proper lighting of 
the average farmyard. They should 
be at least IS feet above the ground 
and equipped with proper reflectors. 
Inside-frosted bulbs of 100 or 150 watts 
should be used, and the holders should 
be of the weatherproof type. 

For greatest convenience, yard 
lights should be controlled by three 
or four-way switches. With the for-

danger— especially in stormy weather on and off from both the house and

A yard lighting installation of three 
lamps — including all materials and an 
electrician's services, but not the 
poles — will run from $45 to $60, with 
the average nearer the lower figure. If 
poles are used, and they are installed 
by the utility company, they will cost! 
about $K) each. However, this expense 
can be avoided if the farmer cuts and 
sets his own poles or if the lights can 
be mounted sufficiently high from the 
ground on the various buildings. , 



July home loans in Virginia 
made by insured savings and loan 
associations totaled 318 and 
amounted to $848,144, it was re- 
ported today by Nugent Fallon, 
General Manager of the Federal 
Savings and Loan Insurance Cor- 
poration.

Such savings are protected 
against loss up to $5,000 per in- 
vestor by the Federal Savings and 
Loan Insurance Corporation, a 
$120,000,000 Federal Government 
instrumentality. 

The 24 insured associations in 
Virginia include both state-char- 
tered and Federal chartered in 
stitutions. All are locally ownec 
and managed, and offer modem 
and convenient thrift and homc- 
financing facilities. On August 1 
assets of these associations totaled 
$24,451,000, a rise Of $4,742,000 
over the same date a year ago. 
The associations are located in: 
Alexandria. Arlington, Bedford, 
Bristol, Clifton Forge, Covington, 
Hopewell, Lynchburg, Manassas, 
Norfolk, Lynchburg, Richmond, 
Roanoke, Salem, Sandston, South 
Boston. Virginia Beach and East

So, in effect, says Dr. A. H. 
Ryan, Chicago physiologist, 
clearing women of the time worn 
charge of "back seat" driving. 

For, actually, according to Dr. 
Ryan, the viewpoint from the rear 
windows of the car more often 
than not is the real offender in 
the matter of back seat driving. 

Completing a series of scienti- 
fic tests he has been making on 
causes of bad eyesight, Dr. Ryan 
says that frequently the glass used 
lor the rear windows of cars 
causes distorted vision so that 
objects along the highway appear 
nearer than they actually are. 

"Safety plate glass is standard 
equipment for windshields of all 
makes of cars," Dr. Ryan said, 
"but many models have safety 
sheet glass in the side windows. 
It is through the side windows 
that women-took more often than 
men whei^ft family is out for u 
drive. The manner in which light 
passes through safety sheet glass 
causes distortion." 

During the tests conducted by 
Dr. Ryan, young persons with 
normal eyesight suffered from 
dimness and in many cases be- 
came nauseated, he said. The eyes 
of those rding in the rear of cars 
and looking through the sheet 
glass; frequently are subjected to 
severe strain, he said further, and 
the vision is thus weakened. 

Tests have shown, he conclud- 
ed, that the precision safety 
plate glass developed by modern 
science allows ,the passage of light 
without distortion, and for this 
reason many motor car manu- 
facturers are cooperating in the 
eye health program by equipping 
side windows as well as wind- 
shields with safety plate glass. 
This will also be a factor in acci- 
dent prevention, Dr. Ryan con- 
cludes.

Door Operators 

The automobile owner will find 
considerable convenience in mo- 
tor-operated garage doors. With a 
touch of a button or the turn of a 
^key, which may be located at any 
strategic point, the garage door 
opens or closes smoothly and 
automatically. 

Motor units which operate ga- 
rage doors may be installed, if 
the garage is attached to the 
home, with funds obtainable from 
qualified lending institutions 
under the Modernization Credit 
Plan of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration. 

Switch posts, which are located 
beside the driveway, offer a con- 
venient method of control. Equip- 
ped with a lock, they can be op- 
erated only by those having a 
key. 



Q. I have several rental houses 
which I want to modernize. Is it 
possible to obtain more than one 
loan under the FHA plan? 

A. Under the * Modernization 
Credit Flan of the FHA, one bor- 
rower may obtain any number of 
loans to improve any number of 
separate pieces of property, but a 
separate credit statement-applica- 
tion is required In connection 
with each loan made. 



Q. My basement is so damp in 
Summer that some of the articles 
stored there mildew and there Is 
a musty smell. Is there anything I 
can do about it? 

A. On dry sunny days, ventilate 
the basement by opening the 
doors and windows so that fresh 
air may pass through. The use of 
an electric fan will be found help- 
ful to increase the air movement 
or circulation. 



Tight Windows 
Help Reduce 
Loss Of Heat 

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration urges prospective ]*home 
builders and buyers to give special 
attention to the windows in struc- 
tures they contemplate purchasi 
ing, heating studies having dem- 
onstrated repeatedly the impor- 
tance of windows as a factor in 
heat loss. 

House buyers have learned that 
tight weatherstripped windows 
mean an essential long-term sav- 
ing. Builders have learned that 
the most economical method to 
get windows with the necessary 
qualities is to buy them prefitted 
as a packaged unit, whether in 
wood or metal. 

From the standpoint of savings, 
a separation of the two functions 
of windows — lighting and ventila- 
tion — gives a better approach to 
the problem. Authorities say that 
glass fixed in place is cheaper 
than movable sash. If used in 
combination with casement or 
double-hung windows, such an 
arrangement will definitely result 
In economies. 



Q. What should be considered 
in determining the level of the 
top of cellar walls for my house? 
A. The following are important- 
(1) The depth of existing sewer 
to which cellar plumbing connec- 
tions will drain; (2) surface 
water drainage away from house; 

(3) the surrounding topography; 

(4) the natural ground elevation 
of trees to be preserved; (5) the 
location of necessary walks, 

i driveway, and doors to house in 
relation to finished grades; and 
(6) the top of the foundation wall 
should be at least 8 inches above 
finished grade to prevent the 
possibility of wood coming in 
contact with the ground. 

Q. Is paint a good finish for 
floors? 

A. The selection of paint as a 
floor finish depends largely upon 
the decorative effect desired and 
the use that the floor will re- 
ceive. In living areas where color 
may be desirable and the traveled 
areas are generally protected from 
excessive wear by rugs, paint is 
satisfactory. If the natural color 
of the wood or a stained effect is 
desired, the floor should be 
finished with stain and varnish 
or shellac, and frequently waxed. 
For service areas receiving hard 
wear and frequent cleaning by 
mopping or scrubbing, linseed oil 
applied hot, or a similar pre- 
servative, may be used. Wooden 
porch floors should be painted 
two or three coats of good quality 
deck paint.

Space Heaters 
Warm Bathroom 

One way of solving the prob- 
lem of how to bring comfort to a 
hard-to-heat bathroom is by in- 
stallation of a radiant type elec- 
tric heater. One type, which may 
be installed, is logically shaped to 
utilize wall space to greatest ad- 
vantage and to flood the lower 
portion of the room with quick 
steady heat. 

The limited width provided by 
most bathrooms permits place- 
ment of these units in wall spaces 
formerly too narrow for the in- 
stallation of any heater. Its un- 
usual 'height radiates the heat 
from head to foot. 

These heaters are also adapt- 
able to small bedrooms, breakfast 
rooms, and other rooms of 700 
cubic feet or less, where instant 
heat is desired.

New impetus was given the 
National Consumers Tax Com- 
mission's Virginia drive against 
"consumer-penalizing" taxes to- 
day with the announcement that 
Mrs. Claud E. Eley of Suffolk has 
been appointed to head the tax- 
education crusade in this state. 

Named a member of the Com- 
mission's national committee, 
Mrs. Eley will lead the 93 tax 
study groups which now function 
throughout Virginia communities, 
according to Mrs. Melville Muck- 
elstone, NCTC president. 

The year-old Commission, a 
non-partisan, non-profit group, 
now has nearly 6,000 similar study 
groups meeting regularly through 
out the country for instruction in 
the intricacies of taxation, she 
said. Particular emphasis is placed 
on "hidden taxes" which now ac- 
count for 56.2 per cent of all local 
state and national tax revenues, 
the NCTC president explained. 

"Hidden taxes constitute an 
ever-growing menace to the Am- 
erican standard of living," Mrs. 
Mucklestone declared. "The re- 
cent national poll which indicat- 
ed that 40 per cent of those in 
the low income group believe they 
pay no taxes at all is an indication 
of how insidious the growth cf 
this form of taxation has been 
Only through a broad education- 
al campaign can the people be 
awakened. 

"When the average wage earn- 
er whose income is $l,500-a year 
or less pays an annual tax bill of 
$171 without knowing it there can 
be little doubt that a serious sit 
uation exists."

quering this plague — let us continue the 
drive to the end and in so doing follow the 
advices of those best informed — the medical 
profession. 

Now let us turn to (she opinions of some of 
the legal profession in reference to marital 
prerequisites. It is believed by many of this 
profssion that an application should be re- 
quired to be filed with the clerk of the court 
for a license at least from three to five days 
before its issuance. In this manner many 
marriages, entered into either through lust 
or while under the influence, of intoxicants, 
without any thought of compatibility, dur- 
ability or affection, would be avoided. This is 
particularly true in Norfolk and vicinity, due 
to the fact that there are usually a large 
number of service men here who are targets 
of unscrupulous allotment seeking women. 

We have personal knowledge of one law 
office in Norfolk that has been given five 
cases in one month for annulment or divorce 
proceedings by service men, who have become 
victims of these vultures. In each of these 
cases these men had been granted a shore 
leave and with an accumulated pay in pocket 
became intoxicated and led to a marriage 
ceremony by one with whom they had been 
acquainted only a few hours. In ©ne in- 
stance the woman was already married — an- 
other the man did not know he was married 
until application was made to the Bureau of 
Navigation for an allotment by his wife 
with a marriage certificate attached thereto 
and in a third the woman was living with 
another man both before and after marri- 
age. 

With a waiting period between application 
for and the issuance of a marriage license 
this procedure would be stalemated, as well 
as a good many infantile run-a-ways. 

Those who have conscientiously and seri- 
ously considered marriage would not be 
effected as they have made due deliberations 
and plans and the three or five day waiting 
period would not bother their pre-made ar- 
rangements. 

With these thoughts in mind, the two pro- 
posals are endorsed — endorsed with the 
view that they will help to check the ever 
grinding of the wheels of the divorce courts, 
leaving in its wake its stigma and hurt upon 
innocent children — some of whom have never 
known the affections of a mother or the 
guidance of a father.

MARITAL PREREQUISITES 



The medical profession of the State 
went on record last week as advocating a 
law requiring a medical examination of both 
contracting parties as a prerequisite of pro- 
curing a marriage license to ascertain if 
either be infected with any communicable 
disease. When one stops to consider the 
sorrow that this one thing has brought about 
in this world, he will undoubtedly say this is 
a commendable recommendation on the part 
of the profession. Think of the blindness, 
the imbecility and the invalidness that has 
been visited upon posterity by the infection 
of the parents with these dreaded diseases 
and you too, will endorse the move. 

Of course, there are many who will spurn 
the idea — be unwilling to submit to or permit 
their child subjected to the required ex- 
aminations — sneer at any insinuation that 
they or* their child might be contaminated. 
This, however, is a false pride. Some of 
these diseases are found in the least expect- 
ed places — contracted, not necessarily 
through acts of immorality, but through any 
one of a great number of sources. 

Every normal marriage is entered into 
with the anticipation of reproduction at 
sometime, as a natural course of events. It 
would, therefore, seem that the knowledge of 
one's own cleanliness, as well as that of one's 
chose n spouse, should be welcomed, certain- 
ly as a safeguard to that anticipated poster- 
ity if nothing else. 

The medical profession is the 'best in- 
formed group in the world. They not only 
know of its dangers but of its existence. 
Those, who are infected are as clandestine as 
the leper, confiding only in their physician 
and he in turn preserves that confidence. For 
these reasons there are no' accurate records 
of its existence except that it is known to be 
prevalent throughout the world. '

It is not meant to be said that he has not 
made some mistakes — to make such an as- 
sertion would be declaring him to be super 
human— but we, do say that he should be 
commended for his efforts and it is gratifying 
to feel that we have at least one administra- 
tive officer, who is bending his best efforts 
toward the execution of his duties in a sin- 
cere and unquestionable manner.

FACTORIES IN THE FIELD 

By Carey McWilliams 
If Americans, by and large, had 
not bartered their political birth- 
right for a mess of economic op- 
portunity, Mr. Sinclair Lewis 
would, most likely, havs not been 
justified in writing satirically that 
it can't happen here. It, however, 
has happened, we must admit, if 
we are candid. To the searching 
eye and cutting pen of Mr. Carey 
McWilliams we are indebted for 
the knowledge that fascism, in 
clearly defined form, has existed 
for some time in California. 

Factories in the Field is the 
scholarly complement to John 
Steinbeck's The Grapes of Wrath, 
and its analytical and fact-find- 
ing nature permit it to achieve 
purposes denied to the novel. In 
recognition of his wide knowledge 
and ability in the field of labour, 
Governor Olson appointed Mr. 
McWilliams Commissioner of Im- 
migration and Housing early in 
1939. Regardless of its social point 
of view, one must recognise that 
Factories in the Field is an ex- 
haustive survey of agricultural 
labour conditions in California, 
based upon a satisfactory inquiry 
into their background. The author 
has accumulated a voluminous 
amount of factual material relat- 
ed to labour history, and, in gen- 
eral, he has presented it to good 
advantage in well organized form. 

Mr. McWilliams takes his nar- 
rative back to the gold rush days 
of 1849, which constituted the 
basis of the settlement of Cali- 
fornia in its present day propor- 
tions. Ke shows that the gold 
could not support even a small 
fraction of those who came to find 
wealth from it, and, consequent- 
ly, they had to turn to the land 
for a living. He indicates the 
methods employed by a compar- 
atively few land-hungry specula- 
tors to monopolise the land. He 
traces Ihe growth of the private 
empires, and, at the same time 
tells of the antidotal collectivism 
experiments, designed to, relieve 
the problems raised by the mono- 
polisation of the land. Mr. Mc- 
Williams follows the influx of 
Oriental labour, showing how 
successive waves of Chinese, Jap- 
anese, Filipinos and Hindus were 
enticed to California, exploited.

efforts of labour to organise 
strikes, and attempts to stabilise 
the rootless workers, be gives a 
satisfactorily complete account of 
the nature of the California mig- 
ratory labour problem. 

For the socially conscious Am. 
erican, the revelations of Mr. Me. 
Williams' book are apt to come as 
a distinct shock. The author pre. 
sents fully documented evidence 
that the California farm indus- 
trialists, with all political power 
in their hands, have herded la- 
bour about at will, dictated wages 
and living and working condi- 
tions, and where labour dared ob- 
ject, have unhesitatingly used vie 
lence to accomplish their pur- 
poses. He shows that vigilantism, 
once a Justifiable means of deal- 
ing with lawlessness, has been di- 
verted to the use of preventing 
labour from making gains, just 
or unjust. He paints an ugly pic- 
ture of the farm enticing a super, 
abundance of labour into toe 
fields so that the competitiln will 
keep wages down, using what of it 
he needs, and then casting it 
adrift when his purposes have 
been served. Mr. McWilliams has 
a definitely labour-oriental social 
outlook. That this outlook is mo- 
tivated by a deep and generous 
sympathy for the hapless agricul- 
tural worker, rather than by an 
antipathy for the capitalist class, 
is a strong argument of endorse- 
ment. 

With a fine grasp of the ele- 
ments that are peculiar to Cali- 
fornia agronomy, Mr. McWilliams 
shows how, at the time of the ac- 
quisition of California by the 
United States, the Mexican system 
of land ownership was transferred 
with the land. The difference 
under the new dispensation, how- 
ever, was that before the transfer 
was completed, a comparatively 
few American land speculators 
succeeded, by a fraudulent mean; 
in most cases, in getting the land 
assigned to them through the 
notorious "Mexican grants." 

The vestigial grantfeeship; 
counted as one ,a second element 
in the California agronomy which 
has militated against agricultural 
labour is the industrial character 
of agriculture in the state. Mr. 
McWilliams tellingly demon- 
strates the inaccuracy of speaking 
of the California agriculturist as 
a farmer, in thr ordinary sense. 
He contends that production in- 
volving large units, mechanisation 
and corporate organization is Ue 
finitely industrial. 

The Interaction of the elements 
of landlordship and industrial 
agriculture Mr. McWilliams be- 
lieves to be principally responsible 
for the pitiable condition of some 
200,000 homeless agricultural la- 
bourers. Economic forces "beyond 
their control, indeed beyond their 
comprehension move them in an 
endless circuit from crop to crop. 

Besides the innatn power of the 
true story which Mr. McWilliams 
tells, Factories in the Field is a 
book to seize one's imagination. It 
is dramatic; it is thought-provok 
ing; it leaves one with that half- 
formed question: What can I do 
about it?

Once more the voters of the 
State of Virginia have had called 
forcefully to their attention the 
abuse of the so-called absentee or 
mail voters' law. Over on the 
Eastern Shore of Virginia there 
was held a Democratic primary 
election on August 1st. wherein T. 
Lee Byrd was, on the face of the 
returns, nominated for treasurer 
of Accomac County. This election 
is now being contested in th? 
courts on the ground that there 
were gross irregularities and ille- 
galities practiced to bring about 
the result — principally in the 
abuse of the mail ballot. In testi- 
mony before the court by a regis- 
trar for Chincoteague precinct, in 
which the registrar described the 
procedure of registration and is- 
suance of absentee ballots, he 
alleged there were more than 400 
absentee ballots out of a total of 
937 votes in that precinct. 

If the testimony regarding the 
number of absentee ballots issued 
and voted in that precinct is 
correct, then practically half the 
total of qualified voters in that 
precinct were absent from their 
accustomed and legal place of 
voting on election day, or under 
the law were suppossd to b?. 

It was further testified that in 
the matter of "fixing up" the mail 
ballots, this "work" was done in 
a private home and a large 
percentage of it was done on 
Sunday. A large number of wit- 
nesses have testified in the con- 
test proceedings in the Accomac 
County Circuit Court that prew- 
ous to election day bags of pota- 
toes were left at the homes of 
voters, with it being alleged that 
in these bags were the cards oi 
the candidate whose nomination 
is now the subject of contest. 

This newspaper has pointed out 
on numerous occasions within the 
past few years that there can 
never be any such thing as a 
true and honest referendum in 
Virginia' elections as long as the 
present iniquitous mail ballot law 
remains on the statute books. De 
signed primarily to be of fair and 
just service to people who, 
through necessity, have to be ab- 
sent from their accustomed vot- 
ing places on election day, and 
to keep such people from being 
deprived of their right to vote. 
the Virginia mail ballot has de- 
generated into an instrument for 
the use of scheming politicians 
who buy or otherwise fraudulent- 
ly employ it for the purpose of 
controlling the electorate and 
thus controlling as well the result 
of elections. 

Coupled with this abuse, which 

has become a state-wide disgrace,

The principal one of these is per- 
haps the payment of so-called 
"omitted" poll taxes in block by 
designing politicians for the pur- 
pose of placing upon the regis, 
tration books thousands of voters 
whose names under the law havt 
no right to appear thereon. This 
practice was indulged all over the 
State of Virginia previous to the 
primary elections of a month ago 
with it being ji matter of record 
that in the great southwestern 
part of the State thousands of 
dollars of such tax money was 
turntd in and received by treasur- 
ers in that part of the State. We 
do not have to go to the extreme 
western portion of Virginia, how- 
ever, to point Out such gross ille 
galities, . for the same has been 
practiced in practically every 
county and in many of the cities 
and towns of the Commonwealth. 



Indicative of the general 
acknowledgement of all honest 
and right thinking people of the' 
necessity for corrective measures 
to rescue Virginia from her ores, 
ent shameful practices in con. 
nee t ion with public elections is 
the declaration of Representative 
Colgate W. Darden, Jr., in his 
keynote address to the Young 
Democrats at their recent Eighth 
Annual Convention in Roanoke, 
when he said: "The provision of 
law granting to the absentee vot- 
er the ballot and designed to • 
serve a good end has to recent 
years been the means in certain 
sections of our State of much 
illegal voting. It has tended to 
corrupt elections. It has failed io 
these localities to serve faithfully 
and honestly its purpose— the law 
should be materially amended." 

Thus far Representative Dard- 
en has agreed with the position 
taken by this newspaper for near, 
ly as long as the absentee voters' 
law has been on the statute books, 
and thus far we have to commend 
him for his stand. But our Re- 
presentative does not go far 
enough. He fails to take a stand 
for the amendment of the law 
which requires the prepayment of 
a capitation tax for three years 
as a qualification to yote in this 
State. The poll tax requirement, 
as is the case with the absentee 
voters,' ballot was originally to. 
tended to serve a good end, but 
this has also degenerated into an 
instrument for the stealing at 
elections and the purposeful re- 
striction of the size of the elec- 
torate. 

If you have lived In Virginia all 
your life and haven't paid three 
successive years' poll tax, you are 
not permitted to vote. But you 
can come into Virginia and live 
here one year and under the 
"new voter's" clause in the elec- 
tion laws you can step up to the 
polls and vote without the pay- 
ment of a single cent of poll taxes 
or any other kind. The Young 
Democrats' convention addressed 
by our *£ngressional Representa- 
tive, voted a resolution in opposi- 
tion to any change being made, 
in the present poll tax require- 
ments. Nothing was said by him 
on this occasion in this connec- 
tion, but it is known that the 
Byrd State political organization, 
which it is admitted by every 
newspaper in the State of Vir- 
ginia, was in control of the Roa- 
noke convention, is not to favor 
of any "monkeying" with the poll 
tax requirement. Why? The ans- 
wer is simple, and has been given 
by the Bristol, Virginia, Herald- 
Courier, which says in its editor- 
ial-columns: 

"The poll tax prerequisite is lit 
the State Constitution, which was 
proclaimed in 1902. The main 
purpose in thus placing obstacles 
to the way to the ballot box, or in 
surrounding it with difficulties, 
was in effect to disfranchise the 
negroes of Virginia. But, while 
the prerequisite keeps by far the, 
most of the negroes away from 
the polls, it keeps more white men 
away. Virginia has a voting pop. 
illation of more than 1,000,000, of 
which between 200,000 and 300,- 
000 usually vote. 

"This state of affairs is quite- 
satisfactory to those who believe 
in a small electorate, which is 
more easily controlled by political 
leaders than a large electorate. 
The fewer the voters the less dif- 
ficulty in building up and main 
taining a political machin^Eiose 
who oppose abolition or tveu. 
modification of the prerequisite 
understand, of course, that the

mass of those who fall to pay the 
suffrage fee and to vote are what 
are called the common people, 
and they seem to believe it is 
better that these people should 
not participate in elections in 
which public officers are chocen 
and public issues are decided. 

'In some respects there Is no 
apparent difference between most 
of the Yourig Democrats of Vir- 
ginia and some of the Old Demo- 
crats who stand out against suf- 
frage and other reforms and up- 
hold election laws under which 
frauds are practiced. But ad- 
vocates of these reforms will con- 
tinue to advocate them. Eventual- 
ly there may come a General As- 
sembly which will submit to a re- 
ferendum a constitutional amend- 
ment td abolish the poll tax pre- 
requisite. So far the Assembly has 
not been willing to give the peo- 
ple an opportunity to pass on that 
question. 

Now that we have an admis- 
sion from Representative Darden 
that the mail ballot Is being used 
for illegal voting, it is to be hoped 
that his next step will be to come 
out for a change in the poll tax 
law. When people of all political 
faiths and creeds get together on 
these two things, then maybe the 
majority of the more than 1,000,- 
000 of the voting population of 
Virginia will begin to take an In- 
terest in the affairs of the state, 
and these will once more pass In- 
to the hands of the people them- 
selves and out of the hands of 
the professional politicians and 
those who build up "organiza- 
tions" or "machines."

By heeding 
them Congress might largely allay 
the fear of government which 
has gripped the business com- 
munity so long.

Many adults, 
however, have been badly injured 
or killed by pouring kerosene on a 
fire to make it burn quickly. In- 
deed, this inexcusable pactice is a 
year-in and year-out contributor 
to fire casualties, in spite of all 
warnings. 

"Again, because of the tendency 
of the young to put anything in 
reach in their mouths, carelessly 
placed medicines and poisons are 
responsible for numeous serious 
accidents. Easily accessible medi. 
cine cabinets cause many of those 
tragedies. 

"The number of deaths and 
near-deaths in bathrooms due to 
careless contact with electrical 
appliances when the body is wet 
continues high. Many persons do 
not realize that a low voltage, 
which ordinarily would result in 
only a mild shock, becomes a 
deadly hazard if hands or body be 
wet. 

"It follows that there should be 
a general realisation of home 
hazards and reasonable care 
should be taken to avoid them. Oi 
course, it would be too bad for 
anyone to become jittery over 
home dangers; on the other hand 
to realize that carefulness and 
thoughtfulness are just as neces- 
sary in the home as elsewhere 
reflects good sense."

FEAR OF GOVERNMENT 



Whatever else may underlie our 
economic troubles, it can hardly 
be denied that fear of govern- 
ment on the part of business men.

HOME ACCIDENTS 

"Contrary to popular opinion, 
home is by no means the safest 
place in the world. If any doubt 
on this point exists, the fact that 
in 1938 no less than 38,500 people 
in the United States were killed 
and 170.000 were permanently 
maimed should be conincing. A 
study of the surveys upon which 
these figures are based signifi- 
cantly eveals that carelessness 
and negligence rather than such 
things as broken steps and in- 
secure railings were responsible 
for the majority of these acci- 
dents," states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
Commissioner of Health 

"A more detailed consideration 
of the 1938 figures and those of 
previous years discloses that the 
most likely victims of home acci- 
dents are young children and old 
people. For example, nearly fifty 
per cent of the fatalities were 
caused by falls, more than half of 
which involved elderly people.

Post office receipts, tp date, 
an increase of 16 per cent 
1938. 

Virginia Electric and Power 
Company reports an increase of 
approximately 12 per cent more 
customers. 

The Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone Company reports a 5.35 
per cent Increase in customers for 
the month of July over the corres- 
ponding month of the previous 
year and an actual increase of 281 
telephones. The increase is indi- 
cative of the year to date. 

The Norfolk-Southern Bus 
Company, in spite of the increase 
in private automobile transporta- 
tion, reports a substantial in- 
crease in passengers and revenue 
for the year to date. The report 
indicates one of the most profit- 
able seasons in the history of the 
transportation company. 

From the local office of the 
National Bank of Commerce 
comes the word that "some little 
increase" was noted in the local 
banking business. 

American Express Company 
figures indicate an approximate 
13-15 per cent increase in busi- 
ness. Western Union also reports 
the best year since establishment 
of the Virginia Beach office. 

Russell Hatchett, Town Clerk, 
reports ah increase in the con- 
sumption of water— the exact per- 
centage is hot now available— and 
an increase in current tax collec- 
tions and license fees. Current 
taxes collected to date are above 
$60,000.00— a record high— and 
license fees total more than $30,- 
000.00. 

So much for the utilities. Here 
are a few figures picked at rand- 
om reports made by business 
houses and hotels. 

Drug store "A" is "slightly 
ahead;" Drug store "B" shows a 
20 per cent increase. Restaurant 
"A" is reported 25 per cent ahead 
of 1938; Restaurant "B" is 20 per- 
cent ahead, and Restaurant "C" 
is "much better off." Confection- 
ery "A" is at least 20 per cent 
Ahead; Confectionery "B" has had 
/*the best year ever." All grocery 
' stores contacted reported the sea- 
400 substantially ahead of 1938. 
.Where records were available, 
most hotels and cottages on the 
ocean front reported slight gains 
in gross income over last year or 
were doing "about the same" 
business. Rumor has it that sev- 
eral hotels will show decided de- 
creases in revenue, but these 
could not be affirmed. Generally 
speaking, the ocean front should 
show a slight increase in revenue 
*or the season, particularly so if 
September and October business 
Is up to expectations. 

Real estate activity, both rent- 
als and sales, are reported ahead 
'of 1938. Individual cottage owners 
•in many instances show decreased 
returns, largely because of the 
many new pottages constructed 
during the past year which were 
available for lease on a seasonal 
or monthly basis. 

Service stations all report in- 
creased revenues, as do hot dog 
stands, candy shops, gift and linen 
shops. 

This healthy picture may be 
contrasted with that reported 
from other resorts on the east 
coast, where business generally is 
conceded to be from 25 to 50 per 
cent below that of 1938. Tourist 
business in Virginia is reliably re- 
ported bo be off about 20-25 per 
vcent.

Weekly news round-ups were 
sent each week since March 15 to 
a selected list of more than 100 
big-city dailies. During the height 
of the summer season — June, July 
and August — this service was sup- 
plemented by an additional re- 
lease for mid-week use. 

Special resort features supple- 
mented this promotional activity, 
particularly during the early sea- 
son, addressed both to individual 
daily and weekly newspapers cir- 
culated in the area from which 
comes most of the Beach's pa- 
tronage and to news syndicates as 
well. 

Two thousand resort photo- 
graphs were distributed for early 
season use to newspapers, maga- 
zines, travel, trade and house 
Journals and to innumerable 
other sources. During the sum- 
mer, this service was continued 
and was supplemented by special 
society photographs taken on the 
beach by our own photographer 
for the use of individual news- 
papers. The "Miss United States" 
competition was covered entirely 
by our photographer. 

A special function imposed up- 
on the Chamber of Commerce and 
Increasing in activity each year is 
the making of reservations on 
rail, air, bus and boat lines, parti- 
cularly the latter. To date this 
year, according to our records, 
steamship reservations totalling 
$2,880.70 have been made by this 
office. 

The records indicate that all 
services provided by this office— 
too numerous, by far, to list here 
— have increased extensively this 
season, yet no additional assist- 
ance has been added to the 
Chamber's small staff of two per- 
sons. In an effort to accommo- 
date the many visitors seeking in- 
formation, the office has been 
open for an average of ten hours, 
each day of the week since May 
15. 

Distributed to date — to indiv- 
iduals, travel and tourist bureaus, 
transportation lines, Chambers of 
Commerce, hotels and the like — 
have been 62,000 copies of the 
Virginia Beach Pictorial' Polder, 
14,000 copies of the Beach Hotel 
and Cottage Directory, 10,000 
copies of the new booklet, Historic 
FAn+<> Npp.r Virginia Berch, 2,500 
pieces of local hotel and cottage 
literature and more than 10,000 
maps and tourist pieces on other 
areas of Virginia. 

The results of much of this 
activity are revealed in the news- 
paper and magazine clippings 
garnered to date from all sections 
of the country. Currently on the 
bulletin board at the office is a 
display of these returns, the total 
of which is estimated to be worth 
— at current newspaper advertis- 
ing rates— about $500,000.00. Ex- 
clusive of the $3,800.00 spent on 
the advertising campaign, all of 
this activity has cost the Cham- 
ber of Commerce less than $4,- 
000.00. 

Never before, it is safe to say, 
has Virginia Beach been so ex. 
tensively advertised in the na- 
tion's press. The results are evi- 
dent in the business done here 
this summer, especially when con- 
trasted with similar reports from 
other resorts on the Atlantic 
coast. 

Advertising Program 
Backed by the unanimous ap- 
proval of the membership the 
Board of Directors in May au- 
thorized the Houck Advertising 
Company of Roanoke to place a 
total of $3,800.00 in newspaper 
advertising spate during the 
months of June and July. An ap- 
proximate 30 newspapers— in Bos- 
ton, Hartford, New York, Brook- 
lyn, Newark, Philadelphia, Buf- 
falo, Pittsburgh, Washington, 
Baltimore, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Columbujs, Huntington, Charles- 
ton, Nashville and Louisville* 
among others — were used during 
the campaign, in which a series 
of seven display advertisements 
appeared. Pledges from hotels and 
business houses secured the ad- 
vertising fund, and not one cent 
was used from the regular fund 
for this purpose. 

The results of the campaign 
have been outstanding, undoubt- 
edly responsible for the success 
of t/e current season.

Again lack of space pre- 
vents me from giving any details 
concerning the electrical equipment 
in those structures. However, I can- 
not close without briefly mentioning 
one of the outstanding recent devel- 
opments in the rural field and one 
which has tremendous future possi- 
bilities for the farmer.

WASHINGTON AND WAE

LIGHT ON LIFE INSUEANCE 

The) Monopoly Committee in Washington has given a compa- 
ratively good bill of health to the life insurance business. However, 
life insurance companies have been getting together in the formation 
of cooperative advertising and publicity plans and the skill of an ad- 
vertising agency will be employed to make it all clear and plain to 
policy-holders that their futures are properly cushioned, if they have 

big policies.

CONFISCATING DIPLOMACY 

A recent decree of the Mexican government has been featured as 
sensational, and wholly undemocratic, in daily newspaper dispatches 
and in nationwide editorial comments. The decree proposes to abolish 
future rights of foreigners to acquire property concessions and grants 
in Mexico until those foreigners agree to be regarded as citizens of 

tb&t country. 

Even before the present century the Mexican government did a 
large volume of business in confiscating properties of foreigners, but 
daring the post 20 years, and more, it has been conscienceless in 
grabbing farm, railroad, mining and industrial properties. The 
"grabbing was good," and apparently so "easy" that Mexico became 
intoxicated by its success. The present administration of that country 
overstepped all the limits when it challenged the good neighbor poli- 
cies of the American Republics by seizing several hundred million 
dollars worth of foreign owned oil properties. 

The United States State Department protested vigorously against 
this latest outrage of the Cardenas administration and declared that it 
disregarded the fixed principles of international law and diplomacy. 
The United States notes made strong and pointed demands for the 
rights of our nationals. But Mexico continued to stall! 

Diplomacy and international law appear decided to add these 
great devices of civilization to its lists of "confiscations." How else can 
the repudiation of diplomacy and international law by an Amercan 
Kepublic be construed? 

The matter of major importance in the present Mexican position 
is found in a determination to "bottle up foreigners" for all future 

time. 

It wilt be recalled that the Cardenas government definitely 
pledged itself to pay for the confiscated British and American oil 
properties within ten years. But Mexico's promises to pay have al- 
ways proved phoney. 

Mexico City's woodchuck in the pile is a transparent racket to 
scale down its debts resulting from confiscations to a mere fraction 
of the huge sums that it has promised to pay "in ten years." 

Thus Mexico continues to give investors— principally those in the 
United States, the razzberry. 



Television l Unge Reerifa Geogr aphy Lesson

npELEVISION is bringing back one 
X of the early lessons in physical 
geography. Everyone recalls one of 
the pictures that prove the round- 
ness of the earth, showing an ob- 
server watching the gradual disap- 
pearance of a ship passing out to 
sea. Most geographies told just how 
far you could see out across the 
ocean, depending on how high your 
point of observation was above sea 
level. 

Now this lesson of the horizon 
takes on a new significance with 
the television programs a reality in 
and around New York and Los 
Angeles. For ultra-short waves, 
carrying the electrical impulses 
that a television receiving set un- 
scrambles as a picture, have a 
peculiar similarity to the waves of 
light. And just as all of ns know 
you cannot see around a corner, 
so these ultra-short waves are 
picked up about as far as the visi- 
ble horizon from the sending point. 

As the sketch shows, these direct 
rays will cover a widening circle as 
the antenna is raised higher. For 
where the carvature of the earth, 
like the curvature of the sea in the 



and out of sight la invisible and so 
unable to pick up direct television 
waves. So the higher the point of 
sending, the greater the range over 
which television signals may be re- 
ceived. 

Now engineers with the knack of 
simplifying calculations for us have 
figured out Just how high up in the 
air the antenna of a television sta- 
tion will have to be to reach out 
thirty, forty, or fifty miles. In other 
words, how far away from the Em- 
pire State Building people with tele- 
vision sets would be able to pick up 
the programs radiated from the 
bullet-shaped sending apparatus atop 
the world's highest building. That, 
engineers figure out to be about 
43.5 miles, three miles farther than 
the program that will go out from 
Chrysler Building when Columbia 
goes on the air with pictures. The 
Board of Trade Building in Chicago* 
would allow a signal to go over 
thirty miles; the City Hall in Los 
Angeles about twenty-six miles. 

A four-hundred foot tower would

FARMLLOANS DECLINED 

During the first six months of 1939 there were 8,697 farms pur- 
chased through financing by the Federal Land Banks, which a gov- 
ernment report says shows is a decline in the number of loans by the 
Federal agencies that amounts to 14 per cent as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1938. 

WE'RE A WILD COUNTRY 

The United States Biological Survey has been counting its wild 
animals, and the inventories show nearly 6 million big^game animals 
In our country. The officials say that this is an increase of one mil- 
lion animals since 1937. 

We knew something significant was happening in the United 
States wilds, and are thankful to Secretary of the Interior Harold L. 
Ickes for confirming the suspicion in the above item. 

There are more than 5 million deer in the United States, scattered 
all the way from "deer" old Pennsylvania to "deer" old California, 
both of which States are champions in rearing that animal— that is 
stalked by millions of hunters every Winter. 

Wyoming has 81,000 elk, 7,400 moose, and 4,500 buffaloes. Bi3 
black and grisly bears thrive in Tennessee, California, New Hamp- 
shire, North Carolina, Mississippi, Washington and Wyoming. Dela- 
ware is the only State in which no big-game animals are found.

These huge mammals feed almost entirely on 
shrimp, principally euphausids, which are taken into the mouth In 
large quantities of water and strained through baleen, comlike whale- 
bone, the water ejected and the shrimp swallowed = ____ 



wheat carry-over is estimated at 
254 million bushels, in comparison 
to 115 million bushels for the five 
years from 1924 to 1928. 

A Slightly smaller production of 
corn this year than last is ex- 
pected, but the present large 
carry-over probably will make the 
total 1939-40 supply even larger 
than the 1938-39 supply of two 
billion nine hundred million 
bushels. Much of the carry-over 
of both corn and wheat is being 
hold by farmers under loan as 
part of the ever-normal granarv. 
Through the granary, in fact, our 
carry-over of corn has been in- 
creased from an average of less 
than 200,000,000 to over 450.000,- 
000 bushels. These added supplies 
will be available for feeding if 
the demand for pork and other 
livestock products rises sharply in 
the near future. They remove the 
necessity for increased planting 
that might ultimately be ruinous. 
Furthermore, the corn supply is a 
protection against any feed short- 
age that might be caused by 
drought In 1940 or succeeding 
years. 

Supplies of meat animals are 
expected to be larger next year. 
Inspected slaughter of hogs in 
1939-40 probably will be 7 million 
head greater than during 1938-39. 
The total number of cattle on 
January 1, 1940, is expected to be 
about 1 million head larger than 
a year earlier, although the total 
slaughter for 1940 may be the 
same, or slightly smaller than for 
1939. 



Combined supplies of cotton- 
seed oil, lard, and soybean oU 
available for home consumption 
will be larger during the rest of 
this year and 1940 than for 1938. 
Continued heavy production of 
milk this fall is expected. On 
August 1, cold storage holdings of 
butter were 33,000.000 pounds 
above the 1934-38 average. Sup- 
plies of rice, canned fruit and 
fruit juices, canned vegetables, 
potatoes and beans also are sub- 
stantially above normal or pros- 
pective consumption. 

The ever-normal granary and 
the stabilization of supplies of 
meat and milk and eggs which it 
makes possible serve also as a 
protection to the consumers 
against exorbitantly hgih prices. 
Today we have a Commodities 
Exchange Act. In 1914 no such 
powers were available for protect- 
ing producers and the public from 
excessive market fluctuations and 
harmful speculation. 

Since 1933, in contrast to the 
World War period, farmers in al- 
most every county in the Usited 
States have organized themselves 
for quick action in dealing with 
problems of production, of con. 
servation, of credit, and of rural 
welfare. These farmers groups, 
democratically elected to help 
carry on the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration, the Farm 
Security Administration, the Soil 
Conservation Service, the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics — all 
working in cooperation with the 
State Extension Services — have 
bad invaluable experience and 
training. Whatever the demands 
upon agriculture, the organised 
groups of farmers now in exis- 
tence can move swiftly, in co- 
operation with government, to 
deal with them. For example 
the AAA committees are equipp- 
ed to act quickly to bring about 
either an increase or decrease in 
production, and to administer 
whjaiever program of action is 
called for. 

Not only are we organized 
better in the field of production; 
we have also gained valuable ex- 
perience and improved organiza- 
tion in the marketing field. The 
marketing programs for milk, 
fruits and vegetables, the pur- 
chase and distribution programs, 
and the Food Stamp Plan can 
meet the needs ahead much 
better than they were met in 
1914. There can now be better 
planning, more effective farmer 
cooperation, and more efficient 
results in whatever action has to 
be taken. 

These facts must convince 
farmers that it will be possible to 
meet all demands for Jarm pro- 
ducts; that it will be possible to 
avoid an over-expansion of our 
farm plant such as occurred dur- 
ing the World War period; and 
that it will be possible to cushion 
the shocks of the readjustment 
which will be inevitable if the 
Hresent conflict continues over 



any lengthy period and on any 
large scale. 

So, again, I urge our farmers 
not be swayed by the develop- 
ments overseas. Their greatest 
contribution right now to their 
own welfare and the national 
welfare is to carry on just as be- 
fore.

The mortgage on my house 
refinanced through a Gov- 
ernment agency.

A 
loan cannot be made to a borrow- 
er who is delinquent at the time 
the loan is to be made, as to 
either principal or interest, with 
respect to an obligation owing to 
or insured by any department 01 
agency of the Federal Govern, 
ment. 



Q. Should sloping lots be avoid 
ed when selecting a house site? 

A. xNot necessarily. Sloping lots 
often lend themselves to attrac- 
tive variations from conventional 
room arrangements by the use of 
varying floor levels adapted to 
the natural slope of the ground 
but steep slopes tend to increase 
the cost of the house due to the 
extra foundations, grading, re. 
taining walls, and other possible 
items that may be required.

Hot Water Tank 
Size Important 

Considerable care should be 
used in estimating the needs of 
the family to occupy the house 
when choosing the size of hot 
water storage tank. 

A common "rule of thumb" is 
20 gallons of tank capacity for 
each bedroom, with no tanK 
smaller than 30-gallon capacity. 
Tliis rule should be adjusted to 
each individual case. 

Because corrosion increases a*- 
the temperature rises, the tank 
must be well built of heavy mate- 
rial. 

For best results, any separate 
hot water storage tank should be 
mounted horizontally well above 
the source of heat, because this 
position utttfees the full capactty 
of the tank, in contrast to the 
more common vertical mounting 
in which the lower part of the 
tank is usually below the heat 
source and thus not effective. 
Every hot water storage tank 
should be insulated. Whenever 
possible, it is also advisable tc 
insu'ate the hot water supply 
lines.

Drafts in low chimneys 
are erratic in action, although 
local conditions must be consid- 
ered in the construction of any 
chimney as overhanging trees, the 
height of the chimney above the 
roof and strong prevalent winds 
can cause disturbances in the 
draft action. FHA's Modernization 
Credit Plan provides a way of 
repairing a smoking chimney 
unsatisfactory fireplace. 



Full Plumbing 
System Is Aid 
To Home Health 

A complete and properly de- 
signed plumbing system within a 
house contributes materially to 
the comfort and good health of 
the occupants. 

Only workmen who are familiar 
with the basic principles which 
create a sanitary, effective, and 
economical plumting system 
should be used in installing a 
system, authorities say. 

Where economy is an important 
consideration, it is necessary tc 
concentrate the plumbing fixtures 
in a single-story house. In houses 
of more than one story, It is 
necessary to concentrate the fix- 
tures occurring on each floor and 
so locate them that those fixtures 
located on the upper floors are as 
nearly over the fixtures on the 
first floor as is practicable, in 
order to save piping.

Vital To Home 
Owner, FHA Says 

The importance of having 
well-drawn and complete contract 
documents whan building a home 
cannot be overemphasized. 

Many prospective home owners, 
very exacting in their usual busi- 
ness dealings, allow loose and. ir- 
regular contractual agreements 
when building their homes. Such 
practices may lead to unnecessary 
misunderstandings, legal en- 
tanglements, and other avoidable 
difliculties which may result in 
loss to the owner. 

Included in contract documents 
arje the Agreement Between the 
Contractor and the Owner, the 
General Conditions, the Speci- 
fications, and the Working Draw- 
ings. Before such documents are 
prepared, the laws of the state 
and the regulations and ordi- 
nances of the particular commu- 
nity covering building operations 
should be consulted. These docu- 
ments should be properly prepav. 
ed and filed as a protection to 
the owner against possible losses 
which might result from failure 
to present them to the proper 
local authority. 

In the preparation of contract 
documents, provisions should be 
included for each part of the 
building process as well as de- 
finite statements concerning the 
respective responsibilities of all 
persons signing the contract.

The approval of the allocation 
of $293,097 for the school-aid pro- 
gram of the National Youth Ad- 
ministration in Virginia has been 
announced In Richmond by 
George J. Oliver, Virginia Super- 
visor of the NYA school-aid pro- 
gram. 

Quotas, based on the new allot- 
ment, reserve 30 places on the 
program for the pupils of Princess 
Anne elementary and high 
schools. 

The $293,097 allocation is an 
increase of $94,437 over the $198,- 
660 fund available during the past 
school session. Last year there 
were some 4,700 boys and girls in 
the elementary and high schools 
of the State that received help 
through the school-aid program, 
according to Mr. Oliver. 

All non-profit-marting, tax-ex 
empt secondary schools are elig. 
ible to participate in the NYA 
school-aid program and through 
the establishment of work pro- 
jects, to provide employment for 
NYA students according to Mr. 
Oliver. 

Selection of the NYA student 
recipients is the responsibility a2 
the school authorities, who also 
devise and supervise the types of 
work upon which NYA students 
are employed. The only require- 
ments imposed by the National 
youth Administration are that 
the recipients shall be selected on 
the basis of need, that they shall 
carry at least three-quarters of a 
normal course of study, and that 
the work provided shall be gen- 
uinely useful and shall not dis- 
place any of the institution's re- 
gular employees. 

Employment in the Student Aid 
program is limited to young men 
and women from 16 through 24 
years of age. Those under sixteen 
or those who have reached their 
25th birthday are not eligible 
Character and the ability to 
maintain a satisfactory scholastic 
record are taken into considers 
tion as well as the element of 
need. The students are paid in 
government checks on the basis 
of time reports furnished by the 
school officials. 

Students participating in the 

School Aid Program may earn

Sponge Crabs Congregate At Cape 
Henry 

Thousands of sponge crabs are 
congregating in the Chesapeake 
Bay off Cape Henry this month 
to "rub off" their eggs and inau- 
gurate the period of independent 
growth for thousands of small 
crabs. 

The Cape Henry migration is 
the largest which watermen have 
known in years, according to the 
Virginia Commission of Fisheries, 
and indicates a potentially large 
supply of crabs in coming years, 
if the mother crabs bearing the 
sponges are allowed to live. 

The Commission has been wag- 
ing a campaign all summer 
against the catching of sponge- 
bearing crabs, which is in viola- 
tion of State conservation laws. 

Bluefish Scarce Bat Dram Are 

Abundant 
Virginia sport fishermen are be- 
wailing the fact that summer is 
nearly gene and few bluefish have 
yet made their way into Chesa- 
peake Bay. 

The pursuit of the "blues" is a 
favorite type of fishing with many 
sportsmen because of the game- 
ness of the species and its quality 
as a food fish. 

Some sportsmen attribute the 
absence of the bluefish to the 
fact that alewives, which are fav- 
orite prey for bluefish, are also 
scarce in the Bay. But the United 
States Bureau of Fisheries V 
Washington has reported a simi. 
lar absence of bluefish up and 
down the Atlantic coast, indicat- 
ing that migration is the cause.

JUNE WASH DAY 



The summer season has come to a close 
with the passing of Labor Day and it is now 
time to begin taking inventory of our local 
affairs— time to think about washing our 
dirty linen and apparently we have some at 
Virginia Beach. Normally the sooner these 
things are taken into consideration a more 
satisfactory solution may be reached. 

During the past year there have been 
some very unusual occurences in the admin- 
istration of the affairs of the Town and 
these in spite of happenings of a year ago. 
Among these might be cited the creation of 
jobs — one in the sewage department for an 
election judge — another in the fire depart- 
ment for a "fall-taker"— the restoration of 
and an increase in salary of a Town employee 
who also is registrar, the appointment of a 
resident of Norfolk as an election judge, 
Town equipment, and labor used to move 
houses — moved on Sunday and without per- 
mits, Town employees working in County of- 
fices on Town pay and thereby other em- 
ployees required to work overtime to keep 
np the Town work, the voting of citizens of 
Cape Henry, Oceana, and North Carolina in 
Town primaries, the use of Town equipment 
and labor to haul stone and broken con- 
crete to private property outside of the Town 
limits. With this casual survey of munici- 

Sil impropieties, it would seem that the 
xpayers of the Town are playing the part 
of the proverbial "All American Goat". 

To protect himself— if he so desires— 
Where shall he begin? The answer is, begin 
With the controlling body — next June there 
Will be a councilmanic election. Now is the 
time to consider men to fill those vacancies 
. — consider the return of the present holders 
or their replacement— begin the campaign 
early and thereby be reasonably assured of 
success. 

Changes in elected municipal offices are 
often healthy for a community particularly 
if the offices can be filled with persons of 
dependability. At present one never knows 
Where he stands until the official roll call is 
recorded and not always then. 

Some members have been known to assert 
openly on the streets that he favored the 
disposal of the services of certain Town em- 
ployees, but on roll call vote to increase the 
said employees' salary and then leave the 
meeting only to re-assert that they favored 
the dispensing of the services of said em- 
ployees—pure vaccilation and independability 

So in washing our linens, it would seem 
advisable to start at the top and work down 
and in so doing plan our wash day for next 
June. 



In these troublesome days brought about 
by what gives promise to be another world

Every normal human being desires the 
respect of his fellow man. That respect can 
Jbe gained, even in the eyes of an archenemy, 
Sf the individual displays honesty of purpose, 
courage of convictions, consistency of policy 
and stability to back them regardless of 
pressure.

Probably no human being has ever 
reached the age maturity who has not at 
some time been, faced with an embarrassing 
situation, usually, if not always, uninten- 
tional.

"All the tomorrows are held 'n 
the seed of today." Thus philos- 
ophises (rid Chue. critical of life, 
yet gladly accepting it as it comes. 
This spirit of philosophical and 
patient acceptance of one's lot 
Naomi Baboon makes abundantly 
clear in this best-since- Buck novel 
of Chinese life. 

All the Tomorrows is definitely 
an interpretation, rather than a 
story, to essence, the narrative 
serves as a framework around 
which is developed a characteri- 
sation of the impact of western 
civilisation upon China. The book 
epitomises Chinese national devel- 
opment from the lethargic decay 
of the Manchus to the keenly self, 
conscious nationalism of 'oday, 
embodied in the personal history 
of five generations of the South 
Chinese family of Lo. In mid- 
nineteenth century, ©ne sees the 
family nearly extinguished 
through failure of male issue, 
then rejuvenated by an uncus- 
tomary infusion of foreign-devil 
blood. With fine skill, Naomi Bab- 
son traces China's growth in the 
character of each successive gen- 
eration. Lo Yu-Chan is old China. 
Apricot, his daughter, might re- 
present what remaining vitality 
there was in China. Apricot's son, 
Felix, whose father was an adven- 
turous American, in a way typifies 
the point of transition from the 
old to (he new. In terms of 
Chinese male-dominance, Felix 's 
the pivot of the story. He and his 
children and grandchildren take 
part in the great swing from old, 
devil-ridden China to new, uncer- 
tain and westernised China. 

The accuracy of portrayal of a 
civilisation different from one's 
own is, of course, dependent upon 
the depth of one's reaction to 
that civilisation. Naomi Babson 
during her residence in South 
China in the 'twenties and 'thir- 
ties, brought to bear upon her 
surroundings an unusually keen 
set of sensibilities. Her love for 
the Chinese, which she so grace- 
fully expresses, is the basis for her 
understanding of them. She 
senses finely, the similarities and 
-the differences between East and 
West, and finds the East, not 
stinking as the provincial Wester- 
ner does, but exotlcally Intriguing 
and lovely. She Is not blind to the 
superstitious ignorance of Chinese 
ancestor worship, for instance, 
nor to the cruelty of deforming 
girl children's feet for the sake 
of daintiness, but she prefers to 
see the infinite patience and gent- 
leness of the Chinese, their soli- 
dity and timlessness. All these 
things Naomi Babson captures 
and brings home. The reader 
feels instinctively that here is a 
well-qualified Interpreter. 

This book is one of distinctly 
different moods. The author in- 
troduces us to the story in an 
atmosphere of burning joss sticks, 
queues, female insignificance, and 
evil spirits. Such must, have been 
the China of the eighteen.fiftles 
and 'sixties. Felix, himself half 
western, has seen the difference 
between the Occident and the Ori- 
ent and is determined not to be 
left behind. When the child of an 
American woman whom he had 
befriended became ill, the now 
wealthy Felix had come enough 
to the western ways of thinking 
to justify his riches to himself 
on the ground that they enabled 
him to get the best medical at- 
tention for the child. The latter 
part of me story is modern, sop- 
histicated, Occidental; the earlier 
part is Oriental. Naomi Babson's 
success in making the reader live 
the change from old to new China 
is a commentary upon the high 
degree of her art. 

Naomi Babson's style, too, bears 
the mark of the conscious artist. 
Usually flowing and easy, it will 
break into staccato half-sentences 
in descriptions of scenes of in 
tense action. The fact that her 
style does not clamour for reco 
gnition speaks for its effective- 
ness, inasmuch as one does not 
ordinarily notice a means of ex- 
pression so long as it is good. 

Here is a book that is generous 
in its sympathy and understand. 
ing for the Chinese. Admitting 
that she is "indelibly partisan" in 
the conflict between China and 
Japan, Naomi Babson neverthe

And war feeling too easily 
takes the form of fear, enmity 
and hatred, dished out by the 
heads of government, their 
spokesmen and propagandists.

If neither the patient nor the 
ragweed go away, the next mode 
of defense may be to go promptly 
to your family physician, have 
tests made to ascertain which pol- 
len causes your hay fever, and 
have injections against this par- 
ticular source of trouble. Such 
vaccinations are helpful to many 
persons, if given early enough. 

The sufferer may also get re- 
lief by using nasal filters, by in- 
stalling pollen filters in the win- 
dows of his home, by avoiding 
fatigue, chilling and lowered bodi- 
ly resistance, by proper diet, by 
the use of prescribed nose sprays, 
and by taking quinine. 

The best diet for most hay fever 
patients is one rich in pasteurized 
or certified milk, bread and butter, 
fat meats, and other fats, with a 
minimum of fruits, vegetables, 
and sugar. The patient should, 
however, be tested to make sure 
that he is not sensitive to any of 
the foods allowed. 

About the only drug that has 
proved of value in hay fever is 
quinine, which often modifies tha 
attacks. Large doses of 10 grains 
or more a day for adults are suc- 
cessful in many instances, the 
drug also acting as a valuable 
tonic, Just as it does in eases of 
common colds and Influenza,

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NEWS OF INTEREST 
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GREAT LAKES ON ANOTHER BLACKLIST 

A report of the Natural Resources Committee outlines a program 
to rip up a million and a half people in an area of the Great Lakes 
r«gton about one and a half times as large as New England and move 
them out. The alibi for the pipe-dream is that they are unemployed, 
have poor schools, unproductive agricultural land, and lack physical 
and cultural advantages. 

J. E. Jones, director of the National Industries News Service, 
writes from Washington, that he positively protests against this latest 
attempt to blacklist the regions of his birth and of his early labors. 

Over 40 years ago the idea of a deep waterways through the 
Great Lakes to the Sea became a concrete proposal, says Mr. Jones, 
who continues as follows: 

It started in Wisconsin, and was endorsed by the Great Lakes 
states and Canada. My own newspaper on Lake Superior enthusi- 
astically supported the movement. The present attack on the Great 
Lakes country is founded on the fantastic theory that the country is 
no good because "it is a cut-over timber land" region. 

Several years ago there was another Government report that shot 
• broadside to the effect that the Great Lakes country of Michigan, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota couldn't grow crops because this was cut- 
over land. Nearly all the United States that ever amounted to any- 
thing was cut-over land. 

At another time the Government issued a report filled with 
solemn warnings about land sharks who were robbing new settlers to 
sparse areas of the Great Lakes. Home-seekers were warned not to 
go there. I told officials of the Agricultural Department at the time 
that the worst real estate robbers that I had ever found were not in 
the Bayfield Peninsular, as charged, and suggested that if they really 
wanted to locate some hot stuff that they should investigate Wash- 
ington, D. C. Then the high-hats in the Department brought in a 
field-agent and I had the satisfaction of showing him up before his 
superiors. ■••_ 

It looks as though there is a running conspiracy against the land 
of my youth. I know that many people everywhere need help. Reli- 
able estimates state that one-third of the entire population of the 
United States has been "up-against it" in recent years. An even larger 
average has scouted the edges of starvation in our great cities. These 
poor city dwellers really ought to be moved out of their rented tene„ 
ments and shacks and given a real chance in God's land. I have no 
hesitancy in suggesting the Great Lakes country. 

The people of the Great Lakes have been home-owners. Genera- 
tions after generations have grown up alongside the greatest of all 
inland waterways in the World. They have plead for almost half a 
century for a deep- waterway channel from their Lakes to the At- 
lantic Ocean. It has always been a feasible proposition. That was 
their dream — their hope for a highway to the sea that I believe pos- 
sesses more possibilities to the U. S. than the Panama Canal. That 
would, have been a boon to 20 states. It would have created a new 
Garden of Eden at pin-money cost compared with some Government 
appropriations intended to help slums and bums, and pump-prime 
democracy. Automatically, the Great Lakes would have escaped the 
blacklisted, many of whom have simply talked through their hats, 
without realizing the irreparable damage they were doing. 

Why don't these braln-trusters who want to move great popula- 
tions from their homes recommend that the Great Lakes be dried- 
up, drained, or converted into ram clouds that could be diverted 
through the magic of the New Deal to spill over drought areas? Or 
if they want to be more practical why not look up the recommenda- 
tions at Coolidge, Hoover and Franklin Roosevelt, who, like some of 
their predecessors recommended dredging the barriers to navigation 
so that ships could go straight through from Chicago, Detroit, Cleve- 
land and Buffalo to Europe and the Seven Seas. 

The commerce of those natural transportation routes has been 
defctroyld by inaction. The .Governments of the United States and 
Canada were deceived by some of the same stupid railroad executives 
that finally brought their own properties to the brink of graves. 

My guess is that the Great Lakes could still be saved from its 
blacklisted with about half of one of those half-billion dollar Gov- 
ernment appropriations to be used to building the Great Lakes-St. 
towrence Deep Waterways. w „

Five States Pave Way 
To End Road-Fund 
Diversion 

Legislatures of five states- 
Idaho, Iowa, Nevada, South Da- 
kota, and Wisconsin — have adopt- 
ed resolutions this year leading: 
to the adoption of constitutional 
amendments to end the diversion 
of automotive tax funds to non- 
highway purposes. The Idaho, 
Nevada, and South Dakota mea- 
sures are to be submitted to the 
voters for final notification at the 
next general election. The Iowa 
and Wisconsin measures must be 
passed by the next legislature be- 
fore going to the voters. 

Seven states— California, Color- 
ado, Kansas, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, Missouri, and New Hamp- 
shire—previously have adopted 
constitutional amendments to 
prevent the misuse of automotive 
taxes for purposes other then 
highway financing. Because this 
diversion practice is relatively 
new, and up until recently was 
little understood by the general 
public, sentiment against the po- 
licy, which has ben characterized 
as "taxation by misrepresenta- 
tion," did not start to crystallze 
until a few years ago. The fact, 
however, that seven states already 
have adopted amendments 
against diversion, and that steps 
have been taken In five addition- 
al states to submit the matter to 
the people, is regarded as indi- 
cative that the public definitely 
is rejecting diversion of road 
funds as a sound and fair policy 
of state taxation.

AAA Announces 
Provisions Of 
1940 Program 

Provisions of the 1940 AAA 
Farm Program have been approv- 
ed and will be made known to 
Virginia farmers in plenty of time 
for them to plan cropping opera- 
tions before planting time, an- 
nounces S. K. Cassell, Executive 
Officer of the State AAA Com- 
mittee. 

Cassell explained that, accord- 
ing to a statement made by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace, "Thorough consideration 
was given to the present European 
situation and Its possible effect on 
American agriculture when the 
1940 program was drafted. The 
aim of this program is to main- 
tain a production of farm com- 
modities in this country which 
will balance with the demand, 
whatever that demand may prove 
to be, and to maintain and im- 
prove the fertility of our farm 
land. Farmers' Interests are care- 
fully safeguarded In this program, 
which also serves the public in- 
terest." , 

The provision of the program 
dealing with agricultural con- 
servation' measures closely follow 
those in effect this year and are 
based on farmer recommenda- 
tions, said Cassell. The wheat al- 
lotment of 62 million acres — 7 
million acres larger than the 1939 
allotment— has already been an- 
nounced, as have tentative wheat 
conservation and price adjust- 
ment payments which will total 
from 18 to 22 cents per bushel 
next year. Acreage goals for other 
major crops together with rates 
of payment will be established 
later in view of developing con- 
ditions. The 1940 Range Program 
will also be announced later. 

Cassell explained that changes 
in the 4940 program recognize 
special conditions in certain areas 
and emphasize soil conservation 
on all farms the country over. An 
important provision which will 
encourage further soil conserva- 



tor in the program. Another im- 
portant conservation provision 
will (encourage the) planting of 
forest trees on farms by allowing 
fanners to earn up to $30 for tree 
planting. In addition to the 
regular soil-building allowance for 
the farm. 

Soil-building practices have 
been provided to meet more ade- 
quately the needs for soil conser- 
vation, said Cassell, and special 
emphasis will be given to conser- 
vation of wildlife. The new provi- 
sions also extend the commercial 
peanut and commercial vegetable 
programs to more counties than 
in 1939.

Movement Made For 
Complete Surfacing 
Of Atlantic Avenue 

The complete paving of Atlantic 
Avenue, from curb to curb, was 
called for in a resolution adopted 
by the Board of Directors of the 
Virginia Beach Chamber of 
Commerce this week and sent to 
Richmond to Henry G. Shirley, 
chairman of the State Highway 
Commission. Immediate action on 
the project was requested by the 
resolution. 

Marked increases in traffic on 
the avenue and the growing im- 
portance of the resort as one of 
Virginia's outstanding tourist at- 
tractions were cited as reasons 
why the work should be under- 
taken at this time. The resolution 
was regarded as particularly 
timely because the commission is 
now planning extensive improve- 



ments to the primary roads that 
lie within the Town limits. 

The resolution, as adopted, is 
as follows: 

" WHERE AS the rapid growth 
of Virginia Beach as one of Vir- 
ginia's three outstanding tourist 
attractions makes imperative the 
immediate extension and im- 
provement of existing highway 
facilities; 

"AND WHEREAS Atlantic Ave- 
nue to Virginia Beach, from Sixth 
Street to the Cavalier Hotel, as 
the principal street within the 
Town grows more and more con- 
gested each year; 

"AND WHEREAS the street i3 
now to come under the supervi- 
sion of the Virginia Department 
of Highways, which Commission 
plans early Improvement work and 
repairs to said street; 

"AND WHEREAS that portion 
of the roadway that lies on the 
east side of the street is not suit- 
able for traffic uses because of 
the lack of a substantial roadbed; 
NOW BE IT RESOLVED by the 
Board of Directors of the Virginia 
Beach Chamber of Commerce 
that the State Highway Commis- 
sion be and here is requested to 
consider the necessary paving of 
the street from curb to curb with- 
in the limits specified, the work 
to be Included in the current 
year's budget and to be complet- 
ed, if possible, prior to June 1, 
1940. 

"Approved by the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce, assembled 
in called meeting at the Cavalier 
Hotel on Wednesday, September 
13. 1939." 

At a special meeting of the 
Town Council held last night the 
same resolution was presented by 
J. Stanley Smith, Jr. and duly 
adopted. 

It is estimated that the project 
wUl cost approximately $00,000 
and could be completed in a short 
while either during the late fall 
or early spring and there would 
be no hindrance to next season's 
business. 

Those who have been to close 
touch with the proposed project 
stated that they thought that the 
Highway Department viewed the 
suggestion with considerabr 
favor. 

It was also reported that the 
arranged repair work on Atlantic 
Avenue, 17th Street and 31st 
Street to be made by the State 
Highway Department after having 
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taken them into the primary road 
system will begin with the next 
three weeks. Under the arrange- 
ments made the State will do the 
work at a fixed cost which will 
be defrayed by the Town but is to 
be paid to deferred installments. 
The cost of the repairs was 
estimated to run $4,000 but by 
turning the above mentioned 
streets over to the- State the Town 
wUl save approximately $1,500 per

F [FORMATION about the food 
value of that tasty bent morsel, 
the pretzel, is requested by a 
reader in Pennsylvania. This Is no 
frivolous mst- 
ter, either, 
when it is eon- 
sidered that 
about six bil- 
lion pretzels are 
consumed In 
this country 
every year. 

The pretzel 
may be called 
a cross between 
a cracker and 
Or. J; A. Tebsy toasted bread, 
possessing on a smaller scale the 
dietary advantages of each. Not 
only does it provide beneficial ex- 
ercise for the teeth, but it has 
real food value. 

The dough for the pretzel Is 
prepared from wheat flour, yeast, 
salt, and water. After proper mix- 
ing, this dough is bent by an **- 
pert into the characteristic shape, 
and then it is boiled. 

The pretzel is next quickly re- 
moved from the boiling pot, 
sprinkled with salt, and placed in 
an oven for baking. Due to the 
heat, the salt does not dissolve. 

After thorough baking, the pret- 
zel is toasted. Thus, it has been 
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boUed, baked, and toasted, a soe> 
cession of processes that 
most of the starch into the 
simple sugar, dextrin, and 
soluble starch. Tha finish* 
sel is, therefore, a most 
digestible and highly 
form of carbohydrate, 

While pretzels vary in 
average medium sized 
about two inches long . 
mere 15 to 30 calories, or units of 
food-energy. A pretzel 
give less than half that 

The pretzel is primarily a safli 
energy food, but it also c o ntain* a 
small amount of protein and soma 
minerals. Since it is plentifully 
supplied with salt, which aids la 
water retention in body tissues, & 
is an excellent hot weather food. 

According to some authorities, 
the word "pretzel" comes free* 
the German "braze!," but other* 
say that tha term is derived froaa 
the Latin word "prttiola,■ , which 
means a small reward, m the old 
days, it is said that pretzels vera 
given to children as rewards for 
learning their prayers, and tha 
unique shape of the pretzel rep* 
resents arms folded m prayer.

Buying Mirrors 

The question of how to judge 
the quality of glass, which fre- 
quently proves rather baffling to 
lots of us wheh buying a mirror, 
has been settled once and for all 
by the Federal Trade Commission 
which has just passed a ruling re- 
garding the labeling of glass. 

Now, according to the Trade 
Commission's regulation, each 
mirror must bear a label as to 
whether it is plate glass or win- 
dow glass. Thus, when one goes 
shopping for a mirror which will 
give back true reflections with 
that gleaming clarity character- 
istic of polished plate glass, one 
will not have to be a mirror ex- 
pert to distinguish the quality. A 
label will carry the information. 

Perhaps while on the subject 
it would be a good idea to discuso 
briefly the difference between 
mirrors made of plate glass and 
window glass. Window glass is 
fire-polished only as It comes 
from the glass-making machines, 
while plate glass is rolled in 
blanks which are given the addi- 
tional treatment of grinding and 
polishing, a process comparable to 
that applied to optical glass. 

This final process gives the 



glass that gleaming luster which 
is a distinguishing characteristic 
of plate glass. 

For a simple illustration look at 
your finger nails to their natural 
state. Then use a buffer and 
polish on them and notice the 
difference. That in a nutshell H 
the difference between plate 
glass and window glass.

q what can I do to keep the 
bottom edge of a screen door from 
dragging on the threshold? The 
joints have become loosened so 
that the lower half of the door 



A. A metal rod equipped with 
a turnbuckle may be used to raise 
the bottom rail clear of the floor. 
One end of the rod should be fas- 
tened to the face of the door at 
the outer bottom corner, the other 
end as high up on the face of 
the vertical rail carrying the 
hinges as it will reach. When the 
two ends of the rod have been 
screwed on firmly, the turnbuckle 
may be turned to shorten the rod 
and thus lift the bottom rail. If 
the screen door Is in very bad 
condition, it will be more satis- 
factory to purchase a new doer.

Basements today are focal 
points of adult activity and chil- 
dren's play, yet few have ade- 
quate provision for deadly exit in 
case of fire. Most basement rooms 
can be reached only through the 
house. 

There are ready-cut steel and 
other type hatchways that lead 
into the basement from the yard. 
These may be purchased and in- 
stalled at surprisingly low cost. 
They may be financed with a 
Modernization Credit Plan loan. 



Q. In building a new garage, 
where should it be located? 

A. The garage should be located 
to provide easy access from street 
or alley as well as from the house 
Itself. The attached or built-in 
garage offers added convenience 
and permits the saving of open 
areas for other' purposes. Whether 
attached or detached, the garage 
should be so related to the house 
in design and location as to form 
a pleasing part of a grouping of 
buildings. 



Clothes Hamper 

A clothes hamper can be built 
into a bathroom when a home is 
being planned. Besides being of 
considerable convenience to the 
home 'owner, it saves floor space. 

Care should be taken to insure 
that it is property ventilated at 
both top and bottom. 





Q. I am planning to use an in- 
dividual space heater in my new 
house but have been told that it 
will not be adequate to heat the 
entire house. Will I need any 
other source of heat? 

A. In mild climates and in very 
small houses, or in houses intend- 
ed for temporary or seasonal use, 
space heaters are considered ade- 
quate. The plan of the house and 
provision for easy circulation of 
the heated air from room to room 
fiave an important bearing on 
the satisfactory operation of this 
type of heater. 



New Type Sbowerhead 

New water-saving types of 
showerheads frequently are sour- 
ces of money savings as well. Be- 
cause they use from 25 to 50 per 
cent less water than the old- 
fashioned large diameter heads, 
there is a corresponding decrease 
in the cost of fuel for heating 
the water. 

Another important feature of 
these new showerheads, which 
may be installed under the Mod- 
ernization Credit Plan of the 
Federal Housing Administration, 
is that they are practically non- 
clogging.

Egypt First 
To Make Use 

Of Windows 

Egyptians were the first people 
to make use of windows. At that 
time they consisted merely of 
narrow slits between slabs of 
stone and were for the sole pur- 
pose of admitting light. It waj 
many centuries before window 
panes were invented. These were 
made of thin slices of marble 
which admitted a certain amount 
of light and also gave privacy to 
the home. Windows of this type 
were first used in Greece in 430 
B.C. 

Apparently the use of glass in 
windows was invented by the Ro- 
mans. Windows during this pe- 
riod were merely small doors 
which swung in and out on 
hinges: It was to an unknown 
Dutch inventor that the honor 
came of being the first to con- 
struct a window sash. This was 
about the middle of the 17th cen- 
tury. Meanwhile, various mate- 
rials other than glass, which orig- 
inally was very expensive, were 
used. Waxed paper and isinglass 
were passed into service. The 
window of today represents evolu- 
tionary processes that have run 
for 3,000 years and possibly more.

Needs Of Users 
Control Fixtures 

Careful consideration should be 
given to the needs of the users 
and then to the practicability of 
shapes and sizes when making a 
selection of plumbing fixtures. 

Colors and sizes which have 
the greatest utility should be 
chosen when selecting plumbing 
fixtures. Thus the unusual is 
avoided unless there is a well, 
established appeal and usefulness 
in the different shapes or color. 

Special care should be used to 
select fixtures which have the 
water-supply outlets so located 
that in case of stoppage of the 
drain line, sewage cannot back up 
into and pollute the water supply. 
If the water-supply outlets are 
well above the rim of the fixture, 
water will overflow before con- 
tacting the faucet, thus avoiding 
back siphonage.

The farmer who stores his corn 
at this tune of the year win be 
interested in learning that sul- 
phur may afford him some mea- 
sure of protection against weevils. 

The South Carolina Agricultur- 
al Experiment Station demon. 
strated that corn in cloth sacks 
and tight containers, when dusted 
With sulphur at the rate of two 
ounces per bushel, was completely 
protected against weevils. One lot 
on test for three years was per- 
fectly protected, while the check 
sack was completely destroyed by 
weevils. 

However, tests of sulphur as a 
control for weevils proved unsuc- 
cessful in open type containers. 



Regular Checkup 
Of Homg Urged 

If home owners would abandon 
the policy of giving their homes 
attention only when acute trouble 
develops and substitute a regular 
checkup instead, many of the in- 
conveniences and discomforts of 
the household could be avoided. 

Authorities say it is neither 
wise nor safe to wait until some- 
thing breaks or gives way com- 
pletely and that such troubles 
should be anticipated through re- 
gular inspections and the applica- 
tion of remedies where needed.

From a national standpoint, 
the oil group expects this single 
commodity tax to exceed $1,000.-

Last year motorists of the nation 
paid out approximately $970,000,. 
000 in gasoline taxes. Because of 
increased tourist travel and great- 
er use of trucks by farmers, 
manufacturers, merchants and 
other business men, gasoline tax 
receipts for 1939 will show a sub- 
stantial gain over 1938, and quit; 
conceivably may reach the billion 
dollar mark.

Beginning on Wednesday the 
merchants at Virginia ' Beach 
went on their winter schedule of 
closing their establishments at 
one o'clock in the afternoon. The 
practice of maintaining this pro- 
gram was adopted some years 
back in order that the employees 
may have one afternoon off a 
week. It is, however, abandoned 
during the rush summer months. 

The merchants desired that 
their patrons' attention be called 
to this change in order that they 
may not be inconvenienced and 
also to request that they shop 
early on Wednesdaya. . 
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Why should Town tractors or trucks be 
rented or loaned to anyone with or without 
permission? These are costly pieces of 
equipment, subject to great denudations 
from heavy wear and tear and should be 
preserved for municipal uses only. The 
nominal rental, such as six dollars for the 
use of a tractor to move a house hardly 
justifies the depreciation incurred or possible 
hazards of damage to the equipment. 

It was also brought out that two Town 
trucks are regularly kept out of Town limits 
over night. Who is responsible for this 
equipment or what is done during these 
hours ? It was conceded that they had been 
used out of Town after working hours. 

It would seem the proper way to preserve 
municipal properties would be to have them 
n , placed in municipal storage houses after 
01 working hours and remain there until the 
next working morning hour. If one desires 
to rent a truck or a tractor, let him go to 
someone in that line of business and who 
pays his license for conducting the same and 
not engage the taxpayers' property, with or 
without permission, or rental or no rental

THE FOUR HORSEMEN 



A special meeting of the Town Council 
•was held last week which developed to be a 
meeting extraordinary and extraordinary in 
many respects. Whereas nothing of any 
immediate material action was accomplished, 
many interesting facts were brought to 
light — facts which the people of the Town 
"were interested in knowing and which will 
be remembered for future references — and 
«o maybe after all, acorns may have been 
sown from which mighty oaks will grow. 



In the first place the meeting was called 
for a specific purpose — the purpose of dis- 
cussing and the passing on of a motion, al- 
ready on the floor of the councilmanic body 
with a duly second, to abolish the office of 
superintendent of the water and sewer de- 
partment, which in itself would have dis- 
pensed with the services of the present en- 
cumbent of that office, L. B. Gray, and at 
the same time to permit Mr. Gray or others 
the opportunity to be heard on the question 
as to whether that office should be abolished 
or not. 

But for some unknown reason, instead of 
debating the question under the parliament- 
ary laws which govern the procedure of 
that body, the meeting resolved itself into a 
quasi criminal court, so constituted by the 
Mayor and agreed upon by the members of 
the Council only by passive acquiescence. No 
board of inquiry has been ordered nor one of 
investigation authorized — no preparation 
made for a technical hearing but neverthe- 
les Councilman Shelly was placed in the posi- 
tion of a prosecutor — this even though no 
specific charges had been made by him, 
other than in making the motion in which he 
stated that he believed the move to be bene- 
ficial to the Town and that irregularities had 
been committed in the conduction of the 
office. 

Those appearing to discuss the matter 
were put under oath — upon what authority? 
- — questionable! Legal procedure and rules 
of evidence were invoked — that is invoked 
when and as the attorney for the self-de- 
signated defendant saw fit to seek their in- 
vocation. 

And so under such procedure Mr. Gray 
was, in a sense, placed in the position of fac- 
ing a prosecution before a self-constituted 
judicial tribunal but one without judicial 
guidance just as Mr. Shelly was, in being 
designated a prosecutor. Possibly not in the 
unexpected position that Mr. Shelly found 
himself, as Mr. Gray was armed with. an at- 
torney, a court reporter and character wit- 
nesses while Mr. Shelly was only prepared 
to enter an open discussion in the urging of 
bis motion. - 



It was also shown that persons employed 
by the Town have been engaged in jioung 
work for their immediate superior during off 
hours. It was said that these men. wer 
pa'd a fair wage for this work. Possibly so 
—it could not be refuted, for in these days 
of scarcity of work no one, out of fear of 
losing his job, would come forward and say 
otherwise. Whatever the situation may be, 
it does not produce a health picture to see 
municipal labors and municipal equipment 
engaged in work on private property out of 
the Town limits whether it be during work 
hours or after work hours. 



The meeting having taken this turn of 
converting itself into a Judicial Tribunal, Mr. 
Shelly requested the presence of the Town 
Attorney to act in a legal advisory and 
guidance capacity to the Council in the, pro- 
tection of the Town's interest before thi3 
quasi Judicial body but this was not forth- 
coming. «. 

Just what are the duties of the Town At- 
torney? It is stated that he is to prepare 
contracts, and ordinances, and to advise the 
council on points of law in the conduction of 
Its meeting and proposed business. 
, This meeting was a duly called meeting to 
conduct councilmanic business even though 
St did take a different turn — a turn which 
needed legal guidance for the conduction of 
the same. 



Last but not least, it was disclosed by the 
evidence and admitted by the superintendent 
of the water department that he had several 
of his own houses connected on one water 
meter which is in direct violation of Town 
ordinances and water contracts. The de- 
fense offered to this was that there were 
several other people in the Town who had the 
same thing. 

After the way the water consumers have 
been filched for the past ten years to pay 
for the water supply system and the con- 
tinuation of the same, to hear the superin- 
tendent of the water department say that 
he had knowledge of several people, includ- 
ing himself, who were furnishing water to 
more than one house from one meter in 
direct violation of the Town ordinances and 
that he, whose duty it is to detect and report 
such matters, has done nothing about it, to 
say that he is a proficient and deserving em- 
ployee is nauseating and insulting to the in- 
telligence of the taxpayer of Virginia Beach. 

He even went further and said that he has 
private individual meters attached to each 
of his houses upon which he charges his 
tenants but pays the Town the ready-to- 
serve charge only on one meter. 



From a summary of the whole evidence 
as presented and in the manner in which the 
meeting was conducted, if a convincing pic- 
ture was not painted, at least it was a taint- 
ed one. Nevertheless when the final roll 
was called the recorded vote stood four 
to three for exoneration and so "The Four 
Horsemen" continued to ride on. 



PACIFIC AVENUE 



From the evidence presented, which was 
partly if not wh.cj.ly admitted to be correct 
by the so-called defendant several irregulari- 
ties, both old and new, in the conduction of' 
the office were developed. Alibfes, excuses 
And evasions were offered in defense. 

Among the admission of irregularities was 
the old story of appropriation of Town equip- 
ment for personal uses without permission. 
It was shown that not only was the Town 
tractor used without permission to move a 
house but periodically over several years 
Town trucks have been used for the hauling 
of personal property. 



* It has been a recognized fact for sometime 
that it is essential to improve Pacific Ave- 
nue and thereby create another through 
town thoroughfare. With the continually 
increasing population, the annual growth in 
the number of summer visitors and the sub- 
stantial increase in the establishment of new 
business enterprises, in conjunction with the 
enlargement of old firms, it is necessary that 
the Town's business area be enlarged. 

Atlantic Avenue has virtually bee,n absorb- 
ed in its capacity for business, so by necessi- 
ty new concerns are having to seek sites on 
lateral streets and Pacific Avenue, which 
demands a circuit for traffic and with it a 
necessity of the surfacing of Pacific Avenue 

Recognizing this fact and having been re- 
lieved of the maintenance of three arterial 
streets by the absorption of the same by the 
State into the primary road system, the 
Council has turned its attentions toward the 
conditioning of this avenue. As an initial 
step toward this end, an appropriation of 
$2,500, the maximum available at present 
was made in the adoption of the budget for 
the ensuing year. It is anticipated that this 
amount wilt, be increased annually' until the 
completion of the project. * 

At the present time it is apparent that the 
greatest need for grading and surfacing of 
this avenue is between 16th and 18th streets, 
which area is located in the center of the 
businss district and bears the heaviest 
traffic load of any portion of the street but 
for some reason the initial work on this pro- 
ject is being done between 24th and 25th 
Streets with the grading and surfacing of 
the same with crushed stone, which area 
does not .altljus time bear a particularly 
heavy load. 

It would seem that this work would begin 
with a permanent hard surfacing of the 
street in the area of traffic demands, ex- 
panding as needs develop and as funds are 
available. 

What is the explanation? No one seems 
to know, however it happens that a coun- 
cilman, who is also chairman of the street 
committee, resides in the block which is be- : 
ing improved. It is strange that the work 
did not start at 26th Street and move south 
so that it would improve the street in front

was out of Town on the Sunday that the 
tractor was. used, so permission could not be 
obtained or that the Town truck happened 
to be going in a particular direction and per- 
sonal materials were sent along on it or that 
the equipment was used after working hours. 



With limited funds available or to become 
available in the future, serious thought and 
planning should be given the entire project 
before any funds are expended, particularly 
before such sketchy and temporary improve- 
ments are made. 



JMRNIT PROUD 

By Thomssine McOehee, 

The list of successful interpre- 
ters of the South is lengthy and 
distinguished; on it we find such 
names as Thomas Nelson Page, 
James Branch Cabell. Mary John- 
ston, Ellen Glasgow and Mar- 
garet MitcheU. With the appear- 
ance of Thomasine McGehee's 
Journey Proud, her name should, 
in justice, be added to the list. 

Mrs. MteGehee does not give an 
account; she weaves a tapestry .of 
words, in which the individual 
elements are meaningless by 
themselves and have value only as 
parts' of a whole. The detail in 
the description of a trip, of a 
character's features, of the to- 
bacco growing process, is unim 
pressive and even insignificent in 
itself. This is a novel of cumula- 
tive force, one which builds up 
impressions step by step, until 
the full-blown concept is created. 
Well does the author seize and 
fix permanently in her texture 
the atmosphere of the Southland. 
The whole story is redolent with 
the smell and feel of new-turned 
earth, dusty sandclay roads bor- 
dered with blackberry bushes and 
weeds, the green lushness of lawns 
spreading under soughing pines 
and rustling oaks. A Southerner 
herself, Mrs. McGehee is parti- 
cularly gifted in capturing the 
quality of the physical elements 
that go to make our part of the 
country. 

Journey Proud is the story of a 
Southside Virginia family and its 
relations and connections during 
the period from 1845 to 1870. In 
this time we are able to follow 
in detail only two generations, but 
we catch glimpses of the parent 
generation at the beginning and 
the succeeding generation at the 
end. Thomas Mackay of Char- 
lotte County marries a Wyatt of 
Prince Edward. In the personal 
history of these people we see the 
shaping of forces that led to the 
War Between the States. We ex- 
perience the satisfactions of 
plantation life with the Mackays, 
and the tragedy of the four year 
long wait for their eldest son to 
return from the war. The war 
destroys Thomas Mackay's way 
of life; his son Oeorge realizes 
that the old has passed and sets 
himself heroically to the task of 
creating a new way. The effect 
of the narrative is subtle rather 
than overpowering, but it L 
nevertheless dramatic. It has the 
full force of any faithfully relat- 
ed account of real people. Indeec, 
Mrs. MicGehee is telling the story 
of her Virginia husband's family. 

Mrs. McGehee writes as one 
who has not words to waste. Her 
style shows no redundancy; she 
does not repeat, yet her descrip- 
tions are full-bodied and com- 
plete. For instance, one could 
hardly describe the poking of an 
open fire more effectively in any 
number of words than this: "And 
then she leaned toward the fire, 
took the heavy iron poker from 
the stand, broke the front log. It 
was as if she needed more heat 
than was in the fire. A shower of 
sparks flew upward. A brilliant 
blaze shed a brief, intense heat." 
Such writing displays remarkable 
power with words. Words are. 
after all, for the purpose on con- 
veying ideas, and Mrs. McGehee's 
choice of words for conveying 
worthwhile ideas is invariably 
happy. 

Thomas and Ellen Mackay. 
Thomas's father Nathan, his 
mother Eliza Spence, his and 
Ellen's children George, Tom. 
Nathan and Sarah and their 
uncle Christopher — these are peo- 
ple of a peculiar enduring sub- 
stance. The Virginian will have 
much the same feeling for them 
that he has for distant kin whom 
he has never met but who live in 
his imagination. Knowing the 
character of these people as the 
author portrays them, one under- 
stands easily the solidity of the 
Southern society. 

Journey Proud lacks the rom- 
antic sentimentality so often 
found in novels of the Southland, 
but it has a robuster, more sub- 
stantial sentiment that accounts 
for the attachment of a people 
for their soil. Moreover, it lacks 
the strong passions of Gone With 
the Wind, and in their stead is a 
subtle but powerful undercurrent 
of feeling. Mrs. McGehee is as 
faithful to historical detail as 
Margaret Mitchell. 

The even-tempered and pene- 
trating insight of this book into 
Southern society, its humaness, its 
fine spirit will place it among the 
top flight of the novels of Dixie.

THE SPIRIT OF RELIEF? 



Some WPAers recently let off 
because they are 18-month men, 
complained that they had not 
been notified several months ago. 

"We could have put out a gard- 
en, and made plans to provide for 
ourselves," they lamented. sNo, 
joke there, but perhaps a sincere 
expression of the feeling of too 
many of those who have been on 
relief, at the expense of the 
public. 

One of the tough spots of some 
of the relief work has often been 
quarters to house projects. The 
rule has been for the local com* 
muni ty to provide to many com- 
munities. One executive and he 
is not a local, so don't try to guess 
said he would gladly orovide the 
required quarters frOm his own 
funds, rather than see his projec*. 
abandoned. 

Reports are current that men 
are leaving the army, with its 
good quarters, good clothing and 
good pay, expecting to return 
home, and go on relief. 

Are these instances typical of 
the WPA spirit? 

And a more pathetic case. A 
lad, in his early teens, came into 
the office several nights ago. He 
was young, tired and hungry. He 
asked for a dime, to get some 
bread, and his appearance left no 
doubt that he needed it. We ques- 
tioned him. He had run away 
from his home in Kentucky, 
where he had been living with his 
father and step-mother, where 
home conditions were not happy 
His father, a middle-aged man, 
had no job, the boy said, did not 
want one, getting some thirty-odd 
dollars a month from relief, which 
was enough to care for himselx 
and wife, while the children suf- 
fered. 

Shiftless parents, on relief, 
robbed of any incentive to pro- 
vide for themselves, willing to let 
their children suffer, virtually 
driving them from home. 

More than a year ago, we had 
a long discussion, lasting late into 
the evening, with our old friend. 
Mr. E. P. Bowdcn, an expert in 
this relief business, agreeing with 
him that the young and the old 
must be cared for, but that the 
relief setup for the middle-aged 
was only robbing them of their 
self-respect and incentive to pro- 
vide for themselves. Mr. Bowden 
took issue with us, but there is 
increasing evidence that the relief 
program has been and is being 
victimized.— Coalfied Progress.. 



AGAINST A THIRD TERM 



History was made in the state 
convention of the Young Demo- 
cratic Clubs of Virginia held in 
the city of Roanoke during the 
past week — history which from 
our point of view— the young 
democratic clubs of other states 
would do well to exemplify.

It is hopeful that American 
business men to general do not 
regard the breaking out of war in 
Europe as any blessirig to the 
American economic structure. 1 he 
days, not so long ago, when it was 
frequently said that what busi- 
ness needed was a good war, have 
apparently vanished. It is im- 
possible to predict with much ac- 
curacy just how war may effect 
America but it is reasonable to 
suppose that ,'heat and wool will 
be the first two products sent uo- 
ward in price. Cotton is not likely 
to be benefitted greatly and many 
other products are uncertain until 
it is known what belligerent na- 
tions may try to buy here and 
how much they can pay for. 

The opportunity, as far as ex- 
port trade is concerned, lies 
chiefly in South America. With 
Germany blockaded in the North 
Sea and England turning all ef- 
forts toward aiding Poland, this* 
market will seek America. It is to 
be hoped that the war creates no 
boom comparable to that gener- 
ated in 1917 and 1918. for the 
aftermath would simply mean an- 
other depression. Unlike those 
years, the government is in a 
better position to control both 
business and prices than it was 
then, a fact for which the Ameri- 
can people may give thanks when 
the war ends. 

The tragedy of wars as they 
affect business is that they drar 
the entire resources of a partici- 
pating country into the process 
of acquiring instruments of des- 
truction. Money and labor, which 
if expended in peaceful pursuits, 
would mean much to the eco- 
nomic picture, creates a market 
bulge which only ends in collapse. 
Americans should not think in 
too hopeful a frame of mind in 
terms of a war boom. While some 
prices may go upward, it is un- 
likely that the economic picture 
will be changed In the manner it 
was twenty years ago. France 
and England are poorer than they 
were then and the economic ma- 
chinery can fluctuate through a 
much narrower range than was 
possible at that tim*.

Once again the 600-year-old 
coronation chair in which King 
George VI was crowned May 12, 
1937, has been removed from 
Westminster Abbey, carefully 
crated and taken out of London 
to an undisclosed hiding place. 
The same precaution was taken 
during the World War. 

The coronation chair, which is 
of oak, was made for Edward I in 
1300-01. Under the seat is the 
famous Stone of Scone, the seat 
of the old kings of Scotland at 
their coronation and, according 
to legend, Jacob's pillow at Beth- 
el. Every English monarch since 
Edward II has been crowned in 
the chair. 

The old chair is not much to 

;k at and the Stone of Scone 
''rr> presses beholders as having 
been a mighty hard pillow for 
Jacob, if he ever laid his head 
upon it.

ASTRONOMERS WORRIED 



Since 1675 the Greenwich Ob- 
servatory, near London, has been 
the workshop of British royal 
astronomers, and for many years 
its meridian has been considered 
longitude from which both east 
and west longitude is determined 
by most civilized countries. 

But Greenwich is hecoming un- 
fit as a place for astronomical 
work, according co a report of Dr. 
H. Spencer Jones, royal astron- 
omer, because of interference cf 
various kinds from modern Lon- 
don. 

The glare of the city's lights 
threwn a?ainst the sky, the 
thundering of trains, the sulphur- 
ous fumes from factories, ana 
electrical interference with deli- 
cate instruments are among the 
nuisances which worry the as- 
tronomers and hamper their ob- 
servations. 

While it may be necessary 
eventually to remove the royal 
observatory to another location, 
it is not believed that this will be 
done in the near future, and the 
astronomers will have to make 
the best of the situation. The 
United Kingdom has several 
modern observatories, among 
them being those at Edinburgh, 
Dublin, Oxford and Cambridge. 

No observatory of the British 
Empire or any other country can 
compare with the best American 
observatories, however, either in 
equipment or achievement.

LAWS?

At least two correspondents of 
the Richmond Times-Dispatch 
have written in "The Peoples 
Forum" column of that newspaper 
recently, criticisms of the law 
passed by the last session of the 
Virginia, Assembly raising the pay 
of Judges to Virginia from $4,50C 
to $5,400 a year. The point the 
raise is not that the judges are 
not worth their increased stipend, 
but that all things donsidered, 
there was no justification for the 
increase other than the very hu 
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man desire of the juages them- 
selves for more money and the 
easy generosity of its own group 
of the lawyer-dominated legisla- 
ture. The incident stresses one 
of the evils of an overdose of any 
good thing. 

This newspaper has nothing 
against lawyers per se. Most of 
those we know are amiable gen- 
tlemen striving to make an hon- 
est livelihood in their profession. 
There are some shysters and 
near-crooks among the fratern- 
ity, to be sure, but the same is 
true of other professions, includ- 
ing our own, and we disclaim any 
intention or desire to insinuate 
that the less reputable elements 
of the legal profession have a 
foothold in the General Assembly. 

By the same token, we would 
say that if our state legislature 
were dominated by editors the 
profession of journalism was over- 
represented in the halls of legis- 
lation. If 50 percent of the Gen- 
eral Assembly was composed of 
doctors we would consider that 
legislation in Virginia was in 
danger of a tummyache. We have 
absolutely nothing* against law- 
yers, editors, doctors or repre- 
sentatives of any other profession 
or calling, but we are firmly con- 
vinced that none of them as a 
class should dominate the Gener- 
al Assembly of Virginia— or the 
Congress of the United States, for 
that matter. 

Which is a longer way of saying 
that lawyers are all right, but 
there are too many of them mak- 
ing laws for all the people. We 
should like to see fewer lawyers 
and more farmers, fishermen and 
storekeeptrs in the General As- 
sembly of Virginia. — Gloucester 
Free Press.

At that 
time, failure to pay for Interstate 
shipmnts of fruits and vegetables 
brought disciplinary action 
against Hall. In March this 
reconsideration of his 
brought a 90-day suspension of 
his Federal license. 

Actual suspension of Ralls lic- 
ence however, was to be held 
abeyance for 2 years and then 
was to be dismissed, provided that 
during this 2-year period there 
should be no reason to 
that he had again violated the 
Act or regulations. Following in- 
vestigation of complaints that Hall 
has since failed to pay for 2 ear- 
loads of apples shipped to him 
from Virginia and for 11 car- 
loads of watermelon* -shipped 
from Georgia, his license under 
the Perishable Agricultural Com- 
modities Act has been suspended 
for a period of 90 days, effective 
September 15. 

"This action by the Federal 
department," Dr. Maxton pointed 
out, "is but part of its efforts to 
enforce the rules of 'fair play' em- 
bodied in the Perishable Agricul 
tural Commodities Act." 

Under the Act, which is admin- 
istered by the Agricultural Mar. 
keting Service, commission mer. 
chants, dealers, and brokers who 
handle fresh fruits and vegetables 
shipped in interstate or foreign 
commerce, may do so only when 
licensed by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. For failure of a license 
to account properly and make 
payments for shipments, and for 
other causes listed under the Act,

Peach Borer Control 

If you want healthy peach trees 
next spring, you should treat them 
this fall for borers, says A. H. 
Teske, . horticulturist Virginia 
Agricultural Extension,, Division. 
And if you plan to use paradi- 
chlorobenzens for treatment, it 
should be applied between Sep- 
tember 20 and October 1. 

The ethylene dichloride emul- 
sion treatment, a ne.wer, easier 
but more etpensivo method, may 
be made between October IS and 
November 15. The reasons behind 
these recommendations are that 
treatment should not be made be- 
fore the borer moths have finish, 
ed laying their eggs and should 
be made when temperature condi- 
tions are best. 

Both the paradichlorobenzene 
and ethylene dichloride, if applied 
too freely, can cause damage. If 
applied improperly, they will not 
control the borers. But if direc- 
tions are carefully followed, either 
treatment will Insure peach trees 
against borer infestations next 
season.

A. The amendments have 
teoadened the plan to take into 
consideration the security of the 
family unit. In addition to the 
benefits paid the retired worker, 
the law now provides monthly 
supplementary benefits for bis 
wife, if she is 65. and for his de- 
pendent children under IS. It also 
provides monthly snr vrroir' bene- 
fits for aged widows, dependent 
children, widows with such child- 
ren hi their care, and for depen- 
dent parents of workers who die. 
Q. Are there any estimates of 
the number of persons who win 
receive benefits under the new 
old-age and survivors' Insurance 
provisions during 1940? 

A. There is an estimate— but 
this Is only an estimate— that ap- 
proximately 912,000 persons may 
be on the benefit rolls by the end 
of 1940. This assumes that there 
will be approximately 405,000 pri- 
mary old-age beneficiaries— that 
Is, persons 65 or older — who are 
fully insured in their own right; 
125,000 wives and 20,000 widows 
over 65 years old; 78,000 young 
widows with dependent children; 
194,000 dependent children; and 
10,000 dependent parents. 

Q. How many workers are now 
covered by the old-age and survi- 
vors' insurance provisions of the 
act? 

A. The Bureau of Old- Age In- 
surance has established accounts 
for more than 45 million indiv- 
iduals. 

Q. About how many persons, 
previously exempt, have been 
brought under the old-age insur- 
ance program by the amend- 
ments? 
A. Approximately 1,100,000. 
Q. What are the principal types 
of employees brought under the 
program by the amendments? 

A. The principal new inclusions 
are employees of national banks, 
employees of building-and-loan 
associations, employees of State 
banks which are members of the 
Federal Reserve System, em- 
ployees in maritime service on 
American vessels, and workers 
over the age of 65. 

Q. What are the estimated ad- 
ditional costs of the amended in- 
surance program for 1940? 

A. It has been estimated that 
the additional costs will amount 
to approximately $68,000,000. This 
is in addition to the $46,000,000 
which, it Is estimated, would have 
been spent under the lump-sum 
provisions of the original act. 
Thus, under the amended act, the 
total amount estimated to be paid 
in benefits in 1940 comes to some 
8114,000,000. 

Q. Are the nearly 28,000,000 
workers now covered by State 
unemployment insurance laws 
also covered by this Federal old- 
age insurance program?

Virginian Tells 
Women Of 45 States 
How To Cut Costs 
Of Government 

Willard F. Day of Henrico 
Cou nty Tells How Eco- 
nomies Reduced Both Taxes 
and Assessments 



The County-manager form of 
government in Henrico County, 
Virginia, has cut down taxes and 
has enabled the treasury to build 
up a $260,000 surplus since 1928, 
Willard P. Day, Henrico County 
Manager, told delegates to the 
conference here of the National 
Consumers Tax Commission to. 
day. 

Speaking before more than 200 
women, representing 6,000 cities 
in 45 states, gathered to map 
plans for a vigorous fight against 
taxes that penalize the American 
housewife, Mr. Day said the 
county-manager government in 
Henrico County had not only 
lowered taxes but had cut down 
the assessed valuation of prop, 
erty. 

"By the elimination of waste, 
graft, laxity and general Ineffic- 
iency," he declared, "this new and 
economical government of ours 
has enabled us to expand our ser- 






vices while decreasing the tax 
rate. 

"This may sound like a fan. 
tastic tale, but it's true. And the 
chief gamer from this increase in 
services has been our public 
school system. We have been able 
to rebuild morale by paying high- 
er wages for better teaching tal- 
ent. This has been made possible 
directly out of the savings the 
county has made by its adoption 
of the county-manager govern- 
ment." 

Pointing to this form of gov. 
ernment as one of the many ways 
by which members of the com- 
mission could achieve lower living 
costs, Mr. Day said efforts of this 
type, aimed at betterment of local 
problems, are more often directly 
felt by the consumer than at- 
tempts to change the national 
government. 

"In addition to unproved school 
services for the children of our 
county," he declared, "we have 
also been able to build up our 
welfare department and our water 
and sewer systems. Since the in- 
ception of ttgs county-manager 
plan, we have built five of these 
systems throughout the county, as 
compared with only one under the 
old type." 

Mr. Day said the elimination of 
overlapping government func- 
tions, and the expenses that went 
with them, had enabled the coun- 



were explained by Mr. Garnett to 
a group of 38 farmers from Lou- 
isa county who visited his farm 
recently to observe the system of 
strip rotations and other features 
of the complete erosion control 
program he has carried out on his 
farm since 1«M, 

In an 86-acre field. Mr Garnett 
has established a strip rotation 
with corn, small grain, and hay 
In successive strips down the 
slope. Carrying out his f armii 
operations by rotated contour 
strips saves him time and money, 
he reported. 

He said that by using this sys- 
tem, he can operate his tractor 
on the level, which enables him 
to run In high gear, plowing more 
acreage and using less fuel than 
he would in changing from high 
to low gear as is necessary when 
the block system is followed. 

This practice also saves both 
soil and fertilizer, he said, be- 
cause the strips of close growing 
crops below his corn strips slow 
up and spread run-off water dur- 
ing heavy rains and thus prevent 
the soil and plant food from being 
washed from his field. 

Aside from these practical ad- 
vantages, contour strip cropping 
is more interesting and gives an 
attractive appearance to the field, 
he added.

Prevent Diversion 
Of Highway Funds 

Commenting on the recent 
meeting of the Virginia Legisla- 
tive Highway Study Commission, 
Lee Long, President of the Citi- 
zens Road League of Virginia, said 
here today that highway studies 
and surveys in Virginia have dis- 
closed facts which make it Im- 
perative that all highway funds 
be spent solely for highway pur- 
poses, and, an amendment to the 
State Constitution offers the only 
permanent protection against di- 
version. 

"Seven States have already fol- 
lowed the wise policy of dedicat- 
ing highway funds to highway 
purposes by constitutional amend- 
ment," Long said. He named 
these even States as New Hamp- 
shire, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Colorado, Kansas and Cali- 
fornia. 

"Similar constitutional amend- 
ment Legislation to protect high- 
way funds has been proposed in 
the 8tates of Idaho, Nevada, 
South Dakota, Iowa and Wiscon- 
sin and final action will be taken 
at later dates in accordance with 
the legal machinery now effective 
in these five States," Mr. Long 
stated. 



"Jobs After Forty," the 
publication in the Public Affairs 
Committee's pamphlet series, cites 
some very pertinent facts about 
the difficulty which unemployed 
in what Is still called "the 
of life" experience m tftetr 
efforts to secure hew Jobs. 

Although a larger number of 
men between forty and forty-nine 
Is now employed than In any 
other age group, it Is precisely 
during those years, when respon- 
sibilities are apt to be heaviest, 
that the down-hill of employ- 
ability begins.

that, as compared with younger 
men and women, older workers 
produce less; that they are more 
prone to have accidents; they add 
to the costs of group insurance;

Water Softeners 

In many sections of the country 
the water supply contains hard 
substances which may have a 
damaging effect on plumbing and 
water lines. 

Where such conditions prevail, 
water softeners may be installed 
to remove the undesirable and 
harmful elements. There are a 
number of different types of water 
softeners, most of which are elig- 
ible for installation under the 
Modernization Credit Plan of the, 
Pederal Housing Administration. 
Funds for the work are obtain- 
able from lending institutions 
qualified by the FHA. * 



Electrical System Repairs 

A home wiring system, if per- 
mitted to remain neglected, may 
prove to be a dangerous fire haz- 
ard. Nonmetallic sheathed cable, 
armored cable, rigid metal pipe, 
or knob and tube may be used 
safely in rewiring. 

Careful check should be made 
of the light and power equipment 
In a new home or in modernizing 
an older structure. 

In the case of old dwellings, 
such a check is doubly necessary. 
The original Installations may 
have become worn or damaged. 
The services of a competent elec- 
trician should be employed to 
avoid costly mistakes. 



Reducing Drafts 

The advent of cold weather will 
remind many home owners of 
former discomfort caused by 
drafty windows and doors. 

Aside from heat loss, a drafty 
bouse Is a health hazard. A thor- 
ough job of weatherstripping will 
do much to eliminate this fault 
and may be accomplished at rea- 
sonable cost.

The purchase of thousands of 
homes throughout the country 
and the modernization of prop- 
erties under the FHA have been 
made possible entirely from pri- 
vate capital sources including 
banks, savings and loan associa- 
tions, savings banks, life insur- 
ance companies, finance com- 
panies, and similar agencies. 

Federal Housing Administra- 
tion acts as an insurance agency, 
insuring the mortgage on the 
property offered as security for a 
loan made by an approved financ- 
ial institution. Under FHA's Mod- 
ernization Credit Plan, private 
funds are advanced by qualified 
lending institutions for home re- 
pairs, alterations, and additions, 
and the lending agency is insured 
against loss.

From Attic Area 

More and more home owners 
are learning that there is valu- 
able space in the attic which can 
be reclaimed from cobwebs and 
old trunks and converted into 
bedrooms, study rooms, or playN 
space.

Q. How should I decide on the 
kind of fuel to be used in my new 
house? 

A. The coats of fuels and ser- 
vice offered by fuel dealers in a 
community % should be compared 
as well as the cost of different 
types of burners fired by differ, 
ent types of fuel. Considerations, 
other than economy, are the de- 
gree of comfort and convenience 
to be expected, cleanliness, de- 
pendability of fuel supply and 
service, ease of fuel ignition, and 
safety and ease in fuel handling, 
use, and storage. 



Q. Is it best to place a house 
nearer the street, nearer the rear 
property line, or in the center of 
the lot? 

A. There is no set rule. The 
house should be placed on the lot 
so as to take advantage of the 
best natural features, such as 
views, the slope of the land, sun. 
light, prevailing winds, and shade 
trees. The location of the house, 
together with the arrangement of 
garages, open spaces, terraces, 
landscaping, and walks and 
drives, should result in a pleasing 
appearance of the property as a 
whole. Furthermore, the location 
of the house should provide 
greatest usefulness and conveni- 
ence. The location of buildings on 
adjoining property also should be

educational aids. 

"This series, "Mr. Dey said, "is to be known as the 'Safety Round 
the World' series, and emphasizes the fact that need for caution and 
safety hi the use of streets Is universal. It will prove Of exceptional 
interest to children and teachers because of the authentic, colorful 
costumes and backgrounds.

opinion that the United States 
must keep out of the European 
war. 

As the session opens there to 
stiff tension, for while "Neutral- 
ity" is a word that has been on all 
lips for the past few weeks no one 
knows how to make it fit a nation 
whose rulers and citizens are 
mostly unneutral. 

The question of keeping the em- 
bargo on arms and munitions, or 
repealing that provision of the 
neutrality act, is but a part of the 
responsibility of Congress to the 
nation. Snap judgment and opin- 
ion ought to give way to a full ex- 
amination and determination of 
policies that will be best for the 
country, and which will lessen the 
danger of our own citizens being 
drawn into the war. But, will it? 
The best men of the United States 
think differently ( about these 
questions. If "best men" do their 
"best thinking" that will be the 
best they can do. 

The duty of every citizen to obi 
tato an understanding of the 
issues that are involved can be 
easily fulfilled by following the 
discussions in the United States 
Senate, and by listening to broad- 
minded men who submit reason- 
able facts and opiniorr — and' cut 
out all prejudiced and dogmatic 
doctrines— over the radio. 

We think we aren't going to get 
Into war, but we thought that in 
November, 1916, and changed our 
minds and declared war the fol- 
lowing April. Will we go crazy 
again? 

The President has performed 
the constitutional obligations of 
his office by calling Congress in 
special session, and by submitting 
his recommendations for a chang- 
ed foreign policy. That is his con 
stitutional duty. 

Congress has reached the point 
where it must assume the full 
responsibility of the war situa- 
tion. It can agree, or disagree 
with the President. War, or peace, 
Is a tremendous responsibility. No 
matter what happens that may 
bring blame, or praise. Congress 
has the Constitutional authority, 
and the responsibility, in its 
hands. Congress has plenty of 
time to decide, Wisely. It should 
be wise enough not to go too fast. 
There is strong recovery in in- 
dustrial activities and in all lines 
of business. A new element of 
pubhc sentiment is supporting the 
belief that the European war will 
create big demands for all classes 
of products and merchandise. The 
country is rapidly reaching the

NEUTRALITY 

With the percussions of the present Eur- 
opean war continuously echoing through the 
air, which simulates of another world war, 
the American people are faced with one big 
problem — the question of neutrality. The 
people of this Country do not want to be 
drawn into another world conflict in which 
from many points of view is not their affair 
— they do not want again to send their youth 
to slaughter nor to jeoparadize the Nation's 
financial stability, as was done some twenty 
odd years ago, particularly to assist coun- 
tries, which have been so ungratified of the 
Inestimable assistance rendered as to re- 
pudiate their debts. 

But on the other hand the safety of demo- 
cracies is a factor which must be seriously 
considered. The possible combination of the 
Nazi, Fascist and Soviet Governments may 
be strong enough to break down the re- 
sistance of the English-France combine. 
What then? These power mad dictators, 
•lured on by success, may even attempt an 
alliance with the yellow race in a final effort 
to destroy democracy. 

True, it is said that this Country is pro- 
tected by two of the mightiest fortifications 
known to man — the Atlantic and Pacific. But 
under the present day developments of war 
machinery and undermining propaganda, it 
is not conclusive. There are thousands of 
miles of shoreland and border lines to be 
protected. And even though the American 
people are prone to believe that this Nation 
is invincible, it must not be forgotten that 
the Roman Emiper crumbled and Napoleon 
met his Waterloo. 

And so the President and the Congress, in 
this hour of crisis, are faced with the all im- 
portant question of the neutrality policy. A 
question vital to every American citizen. The 
problem of staying out of the war and at 
the same time keeping an eye toward pre- 
vention of future wars and the protection of 
democracy and independence. 

May God be with them and guide them in 
their deliberations and decisions.

And using the words of this columnist, we 
join with him in saying; "Nature's laws are 
those by which we live and die. They are 
self-enforcing, immutable and need no court 
or constable. When you see a law being en- 
forced by a constable you know that it is 
not God's law but man's law, or some law 
which man on his own authority asserts to 
be God's law. The fact that it must be en- 
forced by a constable you know that it is not 
God's law but man-made taboo, made for the 
tribal good, for the benefit of the rulers, or 
for the public safety, or to gratify the zeal 
of those who imagine that God is to be found 
in a book rather than to be discovered in his 
laws. 

"The best friend of man is he who contri- 
butes to his happiness. To live by Nature's 
laws is to live sanely, happily and in harmony 
with the universe. 

Man's greatest enemy is he who would 
erect taboos against his delight to gain 
credit for himself in the eyes of the God 
which he took from a printed book."

JOURNALISM 



There are undoubtedly many school child- 
ren in Princess Anne County who have liter- 
ary talents, many of which would like to de- 
velop these talents and possibly at sometime 
to enter into the field of journalism. 

History has taught us and we ourselves 
have learned through hard lessons, that 
practical experience is the best teacher. For 
this reason and further on account of our 
desire to serve the people of the County in 
every possible way, the News has determined 
to open a limited space of its columns to all 
students interested in journalism and who 
desire experience in reporting. 

Material acceptable will be school news 
and local community news to be written by 
the cub-reporter and will be published under 
his or her name. Probably editorial matter 
may also be considered if anyone shows out- 
standing aptitude. Of course, the News, 
will have to reserve the privilege of reject- 
ing or revising such articles that may be 
submitted but in-so-far-as possible will carry 
all material submitted in editable shape with 
space permitting. 

It is believed that in this manner interest 
-will be stimulated and the opportunity offer- 
ed for some early practical experience for 
those who might desire to take over where 
others leave off in the, journalistic field. 

Our advice and guidance, such as it may 
be, from our limited knowledge, will also be, 
available to those desiring to enter the field, 
as well as such other facilities as the News 
may have in the publication of a newspaper. 

NATURE'S LAWS 



National defense requires a balanced Fed- 
eral budget. This is as evident at the pres- 
ent time as the need for an adequate army 
and navy. Our grossly unbalanced budget 
coupled with an unparalleled national debt 
of nearly $45,000,000,000 is an open invita- 
tion to trouble. It is a critical weakness in 
our first line of defense which the best mili- 
tary strategist cannot overcome. It is up 
to the people — and the politicians they elect 
— to either raise more money through broad- 
ening the tax base, or economize by trim- 
ming non-essential government services. 

And again it must be emphasized that eco- 
nomy in government starts at home. Local 
business men, civic organizations, men of 
affairs in small communities who bear mod- 
est responsibilities, will have to lead the 
way. Projects (financed with Federal 
money, of course) to build parks, boulevards, 
auditoriums, palatial schools, swimming 
pools, sewers, etc., all of which should 
be paid for by the local community enjoying 
them, willhave to be foregone in favor of 
national solvency — and national defense. 

Here is a sound test of patriotism, measur- 
ed not by flag waving, but by plain arith- 
metic. 



AMERICANS DON'T BELIEVE IT 



Last week the News carried a reprint of 
an article from the Richmond Times-Dis- 
patch written by ''The Cavalier^or that unf- 
que, spontaneous and sometimes sardonic 
scribe, Thomas Lomax Hunter, in which he, 
from a casual reading, was apparently spon- 
soring the cause of the robot robber — the 
slot machine. 

As this mechanical gentleman has been 
the subject of wide discussion for the past 
two years in and around Virginia Beach, it 
was thought apropos to give the views of 
other columnists. 

From a careful reading of the expressions 



Visitors to the New York World's Fair 
cannot help but see the Soviet Russian ex- 
hibit there. The statue which towers over 
it, that of a worker holding the red star high 
over his head, is one of the tallest things 
anywhere on the grounds. 

But if the propagandists for Communism 
took a little time off from their subversive 
activities and circulated among the Ameri- 
cans who daily and nightly pass the Soviet 
exhibit, their faces would probably be pretty 
glum after they heard ,the comments. For 
your average American is a pretty clear- 
headed person about matters like this, and 
he isn't taken in^long by surface' appear- 
ances. 

Here, at least, is how the New York En- 
quirer summarizes its feelings on the 
matter : 

"There could have been no objection to a 
Bolshevist exhibit at the New York World's 
Fair if it told the truth about Soviet Russia. 
Indeed such an exhbiit would have been ex- 
tremely welcome. 

"The fiiviet exhibit at the New York 
World's Fair is a colossal lie. It reveals no- 
thing of the bloody purges, the deliberate 
slaying of millions by the torture of starva- 
tion, the wholesale destruction of churches 
and synagogues, the unremitting war upon 
religion, the tyrannic dictatorship exercised 
by a mere fraction in Russia over the lives. 
of the Russian people and the untiring ef- 
forts of the Red Nero of the Kremlin to 
spread revolution throughout the globe, re- 
ducing all mankind to the level of the sav- 
age mentality which actuates the Commun- 
ist cultus." 

The followers of Genghis Khan and the 
other mass murderers who once overran 
Europe and Asia used to erect piles of 
human skulls to celebrate their triumphs. 
But Americans do not believe in monuments, 
such as these. They like much better the 
Statue of Liberty, celebrating internal peace 
and peace with all nations. 

That's why Americans don't take too 
kindly to the huge statue at the World's Fair 
holding the blood-colored star. They have too 
clear a knowledge of what really lies behind 
it in terms of human suf fering <and the loss 
of human liberties. 

By the News, it must be admitted that 
from this exterior the exhibit is a magnifi- 
cent edifiee, probably so constructed to at- 
tract the attention of the millions who have 
or will pass through the World's Fair 
Grounds during its existence, but what of 
the eminence of its interior? It is question- 
able. A center for distribution and promul- 
gation of communistic theories, which are so 
prevalent at this time, and the News some- 
what doubts that such an exhibit is welcom- 
ed to the true American citizen, which serves 



BROAD IS TBI WAT 

By Emerson Waldman 
Last year, in "The Land is 
Large", Emerson Waldman gave 
us the story of David Oabrielson, 
a Russian Jew, who emigrated to 
this country and settled in the far 
South. He left Russia as many 
another did, to escape the perpe- 
tual dread of pogroms and Siberi. 
an exile, and he sought here not 
only economic security and poli- 
tical liberty, but also religious and 
intellectual freedom and an op- 
portunity to drive his roots deep 
into 'the soil. 

While earning the means— first 
as a huckster and then as a ped- 
dler travelling the length and 
breadth of Mississippi— to bring 
his family after him to the freer 
atmosphere of this country and 
settle them on a bit of his own 
land, David Oabrielson had be- 
come aware of America's own dark 
cruelties. These were eventually 
brought tragically close to the old 
man when he found that his eld- 
est son was a party to oppression 
here not unlike that which .had 
driven David, himself, from Rus- 
sia, accepting the bigoted doc- 
trines and condoning the fanati- 
cism of the rejuvenated Ku Klux 
Klan. 

In the sequel to this earlier 
book Mr. Waldman carries on the 
stark narrative of this son, 
Joseph, whose shrewdness anu 
social ambitiousnes? contrasted so 
strangely with David's honesty 
and unpretentiousness, whose 
ruthlessness belied alike his 
Oabrielson strain and his Jewish 
origins. 

It is the starkness of Joseph's 
ambitions which makes Mr. Wald- 
man's story as absorbing as it is. 
Wrankled by the thought of hi* 
huckster - peddler beginnings in 
this country and his religious 
separateness, Joseph devoted 
himself to erasing what he con- 
sidered the stigma of both through 
the achievement of power— fi- 
nancial power, the social power 
which a marriage of convenience 
into one of the old families in the 
State could be expected to bring 
him, and political power of a sort 
which seemed to lie within the 
grasp of those who made shrewd 
use of their financial and social 
eminence. And these coldly cal- 
culated schemes were pursued by 
the son of the kindly David with 
a relentlessness untempered by 
any gratitude to his business as- 
sociates or any warmth of feeling 
for his family. 

Something, at least, of what 
Joseph Oabrielson sought he achi- 
eved, but Mr. Waldman closes his 
book upon a rather dubious note, 
leaving us to believe that when 
next we come jpen Joseph we may 
find him with all his ambi- 
tions but dust about him. 

Mr. Waldman has an attractive. 
if mildly ironical, sense of humor, 
though he rarely gives it the 
freest play. He gives rather too 
free a rein, on the other hand, to 
his natural disposition to startle 
us with the frankness of his dia- 
logue and descriptions, and he ir, 
perhaps, too much- occupied with 
his plot to give his characters the 
proportions they deserve, which, 
as his momenta of steadiness 
show, he could very well give 
them. Still his story of Joseph 
Oabrielson has a vigor which can- 
not be denied.

EDUCATION FOR DEMOCRACY 

There was held in New York a 
short time ago a world-wide Con- 
gress on Education for Demo- 
cracy. There is no doubt what- 
ever that if democracy as we un- 
derstand it in America is to sur- 
vive the attacks upon it from 
within ancj^without our nation 
its underlying fundamental prin- 
ciples must be inculcated in every 
new generation. That the schools 
and colleges of America arc 
teaching those prnciples upon 
which our nation rests is doubted 
by many. 

They are simple enough. As 
every speaker at the Congress 
pointed out, the fundamental 
principle of democracy is person, 
al, individual liberty of thought, 
and action. But every speaker, al- 
most, emphasized ihe truth thai 
liberty is not license to do any 
thing which infringes upon any 
other citizen's liberty. . 

Liberty is possible only in a na- 
tion where the pwiple rule. 

No student of history can have 
any doubt that democracy is the 
most difficult form of govern- 
ment. Earl Baldwin, former Prime 
Minister of England pointed out 
recently. It is difficult because' 
its success is the individual re- 
sponsibility of each citizen. 

"He may not recognize easily 
those ideals," said Earl Baldwin, 
"he certainly cannot express 



The first war in which a sub. 
marine was used was the Ameri- 
can Revolution. The "Turtle," a 
one-man submarine, invented by 
David Bushnell, of Connecti- 
cut, in 1776, operated against a 
British warship in New York Har- 
bor. The Confederate Navy had a 
submarine, the "Hundley," which 
blew up the Union S. S. "Hcusa- 
onic" in Charleston Harbor, but 
sank with its victim. The first 
submarine craft was the invention 
of a Dutchman, Cornelius van 
Dribel, who covered a large row 
boat with heavy, well-greased 
leather, and demonstrated the 
submersible qualities of his boat 
in 1624. King James of England 
is reported to have been a pass, 
enger on a short voyage below the 
Surface of the Thames. Many in- 
ventors have contributed to the 
development of the modern sub- 
marine. Among these, John P. 
Holland is well known as the de- 
signer of the first modern naval 
submarines, powered by gasoline 
motor while on the surface; by 
electric storage batteries while 
submerged. The first of these 
vessels to be placed in commission 
by the United States Navy was 
the "Holland No. 9," which was 
launched in 1898 and commission- 
ed in 1900.

The common forecast now is 
that the next session of Congress 
will go a great deal farther in the 
direction of a balanced budget. If 
it does, the lawmakers will really 
earn the plaudits of the nation. 
For no one can deny that the 
growing debt, which carries with 
it the inevitability of more and 
higher taxes on cor> of today's 
crushing burdens, i:; a r/.ajor fac- 
tor in holding business back.

Ws Americans, too, have had 
our fling at expansion, imperial- 
ism and world-envisagement. It 
came rather suddenly, and seem- 
ingly by accident, at the time of 
the Spanish-American war 40 
years ago. 

The pretext was humanitarian. 
First we set out to rescue our 
neighbors, the Cubans, from 
Spanish misrule and oppression 
Then, as success enlarged our 
noble ideas, we proceeded to ac- 
quire the Philippines, Hawaii and 
Puerto Rico and various other 
odds and ends of real estate, in- 
cluding the Panama Canal Zone. 

But we have pretty well recov- 
ered from that territorial spree, 
and have even planned to give up 
the Philippines. 

Economists have been saying 
lately that nations in general 
have much exaggerated the value 
and importance of colonies. Even 
the British Empire, so much en- 
vied by "land-hungry" powers, is 
said to have become great "not 
by virtue of area or population, 
but through the happy and large- 
ly accidental circumstances of 
combining peoples of industry and 
enterprise with rich resources." 

The Japanese, Germans and 
Italians have not had much luck 
with colonies. Manchouquo is a 
big headache to Japan. It is not 
evident that Hitler has yet im- 
proved Germany's situation by his 
expansion policies.

The coffers of Virginia's state 
treasury took on a sizable bulge 
this week, when the Common- 
wealth's largest single taxpayer, 
the Norfolk and Western Railway, 
paid its state taxes for the year, 
amounting to $1,045,893.62. The 
check for the huge sum was de- 
livered in person by F. G. M^Gee, 
of Roanoke, the company's treas- 
urer, to Governor James H. Price, 
at his ofhee in Richmond, 



The Norfolk and Western's tax 
payment represented about 25 per 
cent of the total state taxes paid 
by all public service corporations 
for 1939. 

In addition to its state tax, the 
railroad will pay approximately a 
million dollars in taxes this year 
to 43 counties and 66 cities and 
towns of the Old Dominion— or a 
grand total of about $2,100,000. 



Sydney F. Small, the railway*! 
vice president in charge of taxation, 
pointed out that as the largest tax- 
payer of the State, the Norfolk and 
Western is the largest single con- 
tributor toward the maintenance of 
Virginia's public schools. A large 
per cent of rail taxes is used for 
this purpose. In a number of coun- 
ties, Mr. Small added, more than 
50 per cent of railroad taxes is 
used for'school purposes. 



fronts and values the treaty as 
removing this threat. Russia, fac- 
ing Japan in the Far East, may 
rely upon it to prevent war with 
two foes at the same time. 

Back of' the non-aggression 
pledges made by the two coun- 
tries, one to the other, there may 
be an understanding in regards 
to their future roles in southeast- 
ern Europe. This is what worries 
the Balkan nations and makes 
them fearful of their fates if 
Russia and Germany have agreed 
upon dividing the area between 
them. 

This is easily possible. Combin- 
ed, Russia and Germany have the 
strength to partition Poland, db> 
member Rumania and re-build 
boundary lines where and when 
they please. A coalition of the 
Balkan powers could hope to pre- 
vent disaster but not without 
powerful assistance from other 
nations. 

The role of Italy in the Balk- 
ans is not clear. Her seizure of 
Albania may have been precipi- 
tated by some inkling cf events 
ahead. It may be that Mussolini 
is included in the plan and that 
he wUl get a share of the swag 
if the booty is divided. If not, 
then the aid that the little Bal- 
kan nations must have may come 
from Italy, but this is not yet in- 
dicated although fuller informa- 
tion may make it more likely.

According to a remarkable booklet that is known to several mil- 
drivers the pleasure of motoring Increases correspondingly by 
what we call safety on the highways. "We Drivers" shows that 29 
per cent of the motor vehicle accidents involve pedestrians; S3 per 
cent are collisions with other cars. Running off the roadway and 
other causes, increase the number of accidents. More than half the 
accidents to pedestrians appear to be their own fault. 

There is tremendous significance in official and unofficial pro- 
grams and efforts to protect the safety, as well as educate children 
before they "grow up" to an age when they will sit at the drivers 

wheel. 

Traffic officials and police and school authorities through the 
nation, are again actively engaged these days In protecting the lives 
of the millions of young children who have been returning to school. 
The "elder sentinels" of safety have been strengthened In their efforts 
m the cooperation of "junior sentinels"— the principal factor in that 
group being the so-called School Safety Patrols. The children have 
actually become very important "lifeguards" of streets and highways. 
The methods in force to educate school children concerning traffic 
safety have proven to be surprisingly successful. Even the little tod- 
dlers are able to spot a poor or careless driver in traffic. Thus, from 
their earliest years, children are acquiring a knowledge of safety 
problems. 

After all. if drivers were as safe as the machines they drive, there 
would be very few mishaps compared to those which cloud the high- 
way statistics. 



MORE AND BETTER AUTOMOBILES 

No one can gainsay that the automobile represents a new era in 
our civilization, and no thoughtful person will deny the many com- 
forts and conveniences its development has continually and continu- 
ously contributed to our American standards of living. 

The 194* models are coming out and experts pronounce them the 
ultimate, so far, in stylish and engineering design, safety and effic- 
iency. But what of* the future? Will there be no further improve- 
ments to the years to come? Have we reached the saturation point 
to production? 

These questions have been answered most emphatically in the 
course of recent discussions by two automobile leaders. The success 
attending their proven far-sightedness makes their replies such as to 
command respect. 

President William S. Knudsen of General Motors, in an address 
the other day declared: "When you look back upon the automobile 
of thirty years ago and compare it with your automobile of today, a 
great deal of progress can be shown, but I venture to predict that the 
automobile of thirty years hence will show just as great progress.

TIGHTENING THE STRINGS 

Neutrality is always hard to arrange because it lays upon nations 
the responsibilities to frame new lines of international relations that 
will mike it possible to stay out of other nations' wars. Hence, the 
Pan-American Conference at Panama will proceed to strengthen the 
programs and tighten the strings that hold the American Republics 
together in a solidarity of purposes. Despite official declarations to 
"take no part" it is admitted that nearly all these Republics are 
antagonistic to the Nazis. Generally speaking, the Latin-American 
Nations want the sea lanes kept open for trade with all the combat- 
ants. '. 

Tightening Western Hemisphere solidarity will be attempted for 
the second time in less than a year. There will be a test of the hon- 
ored old theory .that nations will best serve their own interests by 
Bitting together around the peace table before, instead of after the 
war is over.

Rural Sociologist, 
of the Virginia Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station ai Blacitsburg, 
in his address to the convention 
of the League of Virginia Counties 
this summer on "Some Popula- 
tion Trends of Significance to 
County Officials", in which he 
discussed certain growth trends, 
the declining birth-rate and the 
marginal population increases.

Removal Program 

Growers, buyers and marketing 
specialists have cooperated in 
drawing up a program for divert- 
ing surplus peanuts of the 1939 
crop into the manufacture of oil 
and by-products, a program simi- 
lar to that for 1937 and 1938 
crops, the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture has Informed the Ex- 
tension Service. 

Associations of producers will 
acquire peanuts at the following 
authorized prices by types and 
grades from the farmers' stocks. 
Except for the addition of a 
Sample D grade for the Virginia 
type, the price schedule is the 
same as last year's: 
Virginia type— U. S. No. 1: Class 
A, $70 per ton, Class B, $66 per 
ton, Class C. S61. No. 2: Class A, 
$67, Class B. $83. Class C, $58. No. 
3: Class A, 886, Class B, 881, Class 
C, 888. Sample D grade, of not 
less than 50 percent nor more 
than 55 percent sound meat con- 
tent and not -more than 3 per 
cent damage, 851 per ton. 

Southeastern Spanish— U. S. 
No. 1, 885. No. 2, $81, No. 3, $56. 
Runners— U. S. No. 1, $57, No. 
2, $53, No. 3 $48. 

Southwestern Spanish— U. S. 
No. 1, 863, No. 2, 859, No. 3, $54. 
These prices are for peanuts de- 
livered to the associations' ware- 
houses which will be located at 
major delivery points in the pro- 
ducing States, where they will be 
inspected and graded by an au- 
thorized inspector. 

Warehouse at Waverly 
The Virginia Peanut Growers' 
Cooperative. Inc., Waverly, Va., 
will buy from Virginia producers 
For the diversion of peanuts to 
oil and by-products, associations 
of producers will get payments re- 
presenting the difference between 
the purchase price and the resale 
price for diversion, plus an allow- 
ance per ton for handling the 
peanuts diverted. 

Peanuts acquired under the pro- 
gram may be resold by the co- 
operatives to the edible peanut 
trade provided that prices rise 
above the purchase price plus al- 
lowances for warehousing, shrink- 
age, and other costs. Though such 
allowances vary with the type and 
grade of peanuts, they average 
approximately $6.75 per ton for 
peanuts stored four months. 

It is expected that a substantial 
quantity of 1939 crop surplus pea- 
nuts, including the lower grades, 
will be diverted immediately and 
not warehoused by the associa- 
tions. >

Q. Will the Social Securitr 
Board continue to authorize the 
payment of "lump sums" to work- 
ers reaching the age of 85? 

A. No. The payment of lump 
sums of this nature stopped when 
the amendments were signed. 
With the removal of the "stop- 
date" at age 65, all workers in 
covered employment, regardless 
of age, now have an opportunity 
to build up enough wage credits 
to qualify for monthly retirement 
benefits. Many who would have 
received a lump sum under the 
act before it was changed can 
qualify urder the amendments for 
monthly benefits beginning Jan- 
uary 1, 1940, njovided they retire 
from covered employment, en the 
basis of the wages they have 
earned under the nrogram since 
1936.

The report of the first six 
months of 1939 compared witn

Bushel Tax On Oysters Reduced 
. This Season 

The 'bushel tax' on oysters 
taken from Virginia waters ha:, 
been reduced by the Commission 
of Fisheries from lfiiicents to l'A 
cents for the* forthcoming oy- 
ster season, Commissioner O 
Walter Mapp announced last 
week. 

The reduction was possible be- 
cause the tax last year yielded 
more than the $25,000 revenue 
expected from it, Mapp said. The 
change is effective immediately. 

Eighty per cent of the revenue 
from the tax is used in repletion 
and conservation of oysters and 
clams and the remainder goes to 
the Commission's general fund to 
defray the cost of collecting the 
tax. The levy is collected princi- 
pally from shucking houses and 
"buy boat" captains by the Com- 
mission's oyster inspectors. 

Revenue from the tax makes 
possible the planting of seed oy- 
sters and clams, planting of shells 
and slag for oyster "strikes", con- 
trol of the screw-borer and other 
oyster parasites, and the removal 
of shellfish from restricted areas 
to bottoms from vhich tley may 
be legally taken. 

The oyster tonging season open- 
ed Sept. 15 in the Potomac River 
and will open on October 1 in

Devises New Method of Canning 
Crabmeat 

A new method for canning 
crabmeat which is expected to 
give the United States a $5,000,- 
000 a year industry has been an- 
nounced by Professor Carl R. 
Fellers of Massachusetts State 
College at Amherst. 

Heretofore, Fellers pointed out, 
Americans have had to purchase 
virtually their whole supply of 
canned crabmeat from Japan be- 
cause the local Atlantic product 
turned blue-black under canning 
heat. Fellers has discovered a 
protective salt brine which will 
enable the crabmeat to be canned 
more than a year without deteri- 
orating. Details of tne method are 
being sought with interest by Vir- 
ginia crabbers.

Wash spearmint. Do not remove 
the leaves from stems.

Nicknamed For 
Neckwear 



Stiff leather stocks once made 
the U. S. Marines hold their 
heads erect to the approved mili- 
tary maimer. They added much to 
the smart appearance of the uni- 
form, but nothing to the comfort 
of the wearer. 

It is from these stocks that the 
sea soldiers have, won the nick- 
name "Leatherneck," a term 
which has been applied to them 
longer than the oldest marine can 
remember and is still popular to- 
day, although the leather stocks 
were discarded about sixty years 
ago. 

As far back as 1798 the black 
leather stocks were in vogue, and 
for a while they were supplement- 
ed by another bit of leather 
which was sewn to the brim ou 
the rear of an hats. The latter 
was added as s protection from 
the powdered cues worn by the 
sea soldiers of that period. 

These shields, which protected 
the uniform against the smear- 
tog effect of a powdered pigtail 
brushing across the shoulder 
blades, disappeared within a few 
years, but the leather stocks re- 
mained until about 1880, when 
they were abandoned. Reports in- 
dictate that the marines were not 
sorry to see them disappear. 

Apart from an air of dignity 
they may have given the smartly- 
dressed sea soldier, it is evident 
that they were never popular 
with the men in ranks. They aie 
described by the men who wore 
them as "made of very heavy 
leather about three inches in 
height, and going around th< 
neck to be fastened by a strap ai 
the back." One marine added the 
caustic comment: "A man so ar- 
rayed could see only the moon or 
the sun." 

Despite the fact that "Leather- 
neck" refers to the novel neck- 
wear worn by their forebears long 
ago, modern U. S. Marines are 
quite proud of the nickname, and 
it bids fair to survive as long as 
the Marine Corps itself.

Protection for residential prop- 
erties from adverse influences 
through the medium of appro- 
priate and well-drawn zoning or- 
dinances is becoming more gener- 
al.

There are several methods of 
removing grease spots from wall- 
paper that is not washable or 
waterproof, but success cannot 
always be guaranteed.

The same peaceful thousands of 
miles of the Atlantic Ocean that 
once helped to protect this hemis- 
phere from "entangling alliances' 
are still separating the United 
States from war-distraught Eur- 
ope. Nevertheless, ihe symptoms 
of 1917, are not to be disregarded 
in 1939. 

Nations that go to war must 
necessarily withdraw their man- 
power from factories and fields, 
and buy food and industrial sup- 
plies from neutral countries. A 
population like ours, in which mil. 
lions are unemployed, and on re- 
lief, a nation of farmers who are 
selling their products at ridicu- 
lously low prices naturally thinks 
of the richness 'Vf another "war 
boom." You may be sure of it. 
"Neutrality" is sensible. Big war 
markets have their attractions 
The financial itch quickens our 
interest in the wars, and it is easy 
to recall that communities that 
enjoyed boom time in 1917-18 did 
not conceal a "hope that it will 
last another year or two."

Red Cross Meeting 
At Williamsburg 

Paced with increased obliga- 
tions because of the war in Eur- 
ope, Red Cross leaders in Virginia 
are holding a series of confer- 
ences this week to strengthen 
local chapter organizations and 
plan for the annual Roll Call, 
Armistice Day to November 30. 
Conference will be held in Willi- 
amsburg on October 3 at the Wil- 
liamsburg Lodge; Roanoke, Oct- 
ober 5 at the Roanoke Hotel; and 
Luray, October 6 at the Mimslyn 
Hotel. 

Delegates representing the Prin- 
cess Anne Chapter, it was an- 
nounced by the Chairman, Rev. 
J. B. Clower, Jr. will attend the 
meeting at Williamsburg. 

James T. Nicholson, Washing- 
ton, D. Cm National Director of 
Junior Red Cross, will meet with 
the chapter delegates. 

Nationally, the Red Cross is 
gearing its peace-time organiza- 
tion of 3.700 chapters to aid war- 
torn Europe with medical sup- 
plies and to assist in the repa- 
triation of America citizens flee- 
ing from danger zones. 

Needs arising from the first 
four weeks of hostilities have re- 
sulted in the Red Cross setting up 
an emergency fund of (50,000 to 
assist the Polish Red Cross in im- 
mediate medical problems. The 
British Red Cross and the French 
Red Cross have also expressed the 
urgent need for hospital stores 
and equipment. 

The Red Cross chapters are en- 
gaged in a preliminary program 
for the production of the hospital 
and refugee garments, and a 
limited number are engaged in 
the production of surgical dress- 
ings to be used in the war zone. 

In response to the offer of as- 
sistance from the American Red 
Cross through the International 
Red Cross Societies in Geneva, 
the German Red Cross Society 
acknowledge with appreciation 
the offer of assistance, but stated 
that it did not have any special 
needs to formulate. 

Norman H. Davis, National Red 
Cross Chairman, lias notified the 



Red Cross chapters that the one 
million increase in membership 
which the Red Cross had an- 
nounced it would seek during the 
Roll CsU, November 11 to 30, 
would have to be increased great. 
ly. and that goals assigned on the 
basis of a million more members 
should be disregarded. He urged 
chapters to give every man and 
woman the opportunity to join as 
a member of the Red Cross during 
the Roll Call, thus registering 
their participation in relief during 
the war crisis.

Colonel M. S. Battle, director of 
the Division of Motor Vehicles, to- 
day urged motorists to have their 
cars checked for mechanical de- 
fects early during October as in- 
spection materials have been 
mailed to the 1.250 approved sta- 
tions throughout the State, 

More than 450.000 motor vehi- 
cles must M inspected during the 
semi-annual check-up period re- 
quired by law. Governor Price has 
already proclaimed October as in- 
spection month and called on 
motorists to comply with the In- 
spection law. 

— **We cannot expect to promote 
safety on our streets and high- 
ways unless we give Virginia driv- 
ers safe vehicles," Colonel Battle 
said. "This is the sole reason for 
the semi-annual inspection. A 
safe vehicle plus a safe driver 
means fewer accidents and deaths 
on the highways and in the 
cities." 
Approximately 380,000 passenger 
cars and 00,000 trucks must un- 
dergo a thorough check for mech- 
anical defects in relation to 
brakes, steering, lights, and gen- 
eral safety equipment. Vehicles 
successfully passing the inspection 
will be given an official red on 
silver sticker. 

State troopers will be notified 
November l to be on the lookout 
for any vehicle that does not bear 
the official inspection sticker and 
ordered to summons to court the 
driver of any vehicle that has not 
passed the semi-annual check-up. 

Preparation by the Division of 
Motor Vehicles for the inspection 
period has been going on for sev- 
eral months. Mechanics and at- 
tendants in the approved stations 
have been instructed as to th» 
proper method of inspection of 
vehicles by Sergeant W. L. Groth, 
of the Safety Department. Each 
station has been supplied with 
the rules and regulations of the 
check-up, with instructions to fol- 
low the standards set up by the 
Division. 

Governor Price in making the 
proclamation, verged each motor- 
ist to have his automobile in- 
spected by an approved station. 
and stated in part, "The owner 
and or operator of every motor 



vehicle within the confines of Oils 
Commonwealth wUl be req uir ed to 
submit such motor vehicle to in- 
spection at an official inspection 
station and to have corrected all 
defects thus found to exist, be- 
fore further operating such motor 
vehicle over the highways of this 
state." 

In a personal message, the 
Governor urged motorists to take 
advantage of the opportunity to 
check up for defects on their 
automobile. 

"Automobile drivers should be 
happy to take advantage of the 
opportunity to have their cars in- 
spected," Governor Price said. "It 
will assure them that their vehi- 
cle is in the proper running con- 
dition and will insure them safe 
mechanical operation during their 
driving." 

The October inspection period 
is the semi-annual check-up re- 
quired by the Division of Motor 
Vehicles. Stickers gotten during 
the month of October will last 
motorists until May 1, 1940.

Novel Plan Used To 
Stimulate 4-H Club 
Poultry Industry 

The Alleghany Poultry Club is 
planning the largest poultry show 
ever held In Virginia here on 
October 5 and 6, in an area wher* 
five years ago chickens were al- 
most as scarce as millionaires, and 
thereon hangs a tale of enter- 
prise worth telling. 

In February a year ago a group 
of Covington and Clifton Forge 
business men sponsored and paid 
for 3100 baby chicks which were 
distributed to 134 Four H Club 
children in the county, as the first 
move in a five year plan to 
create an agricultural asset in 
the county of 100,000 laying hens. 
Alleghany County has a consider- 
able rural population, but its 
chief income has been obtained 
from manufacturing and service 
industries. Its most productive 
crop lands are scattered in small 
tracts. 

Working under the direction of 



hany County home 
agent, these children raised S5* 
per cent of the birds to maturity, 
turning in three cockrels for each 
twenty-five baby chicks secured, 
which were sold to perpetuate the* 
original free chick fund. 

This spring 278 members of tlid 
4-H club enrolled in the plan and 
100 members of the farm worn, 
en's club of the county. Prom 2ft 
to 100 were supplied each o- 
operator, who this year was re- 
quired to also enter a poultry 
show with at least the one best 
bird raised during the season. 
Many are entering from five to a 
dosen or more. In addition the 
cockrels 'returned to the sponsors 
of the plan in payment for the 
baby chicks will be delivered and 
disposed of at that tune. 

Through this plan toe Alleg- 
hany county sponsors hope to de- 
velop a definite farm crop and in- 
come in the Covington, Clifton 
Forge area and improve ihe sit- 
uation in rural Alleghany. 

So large has the show become 
that new facilities nave to be ar- 
ranged for the show, with the 
eventual objective of the Club* 
having its own poultry show 
grounds. More than 150 prizes are 
offered. Chicks distributed were 
of the Leghorn, Barred Rock, 
Rhode Island red. New Hamp. 
, .shire red varities. Other than civ 
members are allowed to ent 
some classes. 

W. W. Gibbs, president of the 
Clifton Forge, Waynesboro Tele- 
phone Company, is president of 
the sponsors group and declares 
that the show will be the largest 
in the history of Virginia, and 
probably the South.
